THE DELAWARE SENATOR WILL NOT BUDGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 16.—Senator Bay- 
ard will not attend the regular weekly meeting 
of the Finance Committee to-morrow morning, 
nor will be preside again over its deliberations 
until the caucus of Democratic Senators de- 
cides what course it will pursue con- 
cerning the Warner Dill. The Com- 
mittee of Conciliation, composed of Sen- 
ators Thurman, Garland, and McDonald, will. 
in the report which they will make 
to the caucus to-morrow, recommend the non- 
acceptance of Bayard’a resignation, and the 
postponement of further action upon the War- 
ner bill until next session. It is the intention 
of some Western Democrats to antagonize this 
report, and to insist upon the acceptgnce 
Bayard’s resignation. Warner, who is 
master spirit in this business, claims that the 
friends of his bill will have 

A MAJORITY IN THE SENATE CAUCUS, 

and that at a private conference held this after- 
noon it was agreed to accept Bayard’s resigna- 
tion, and exbaust all legitimate means to take 
the bill out of the Committee. Such an attempt 
will doubtless be made by Voorhees, Beck, 
Coke, and others who follow their leadership. 
But there are many Democratic Senators that 
fayor the Warner bill who are unwilling to go 
to the length proposed, and who will join 
the Eastern Democrats in sustaining the report 
of the Conciliation Committee. The importance 
of to-morrow’s action is fully appreciated by the 
Democrats. 

Members from closely contested Northern 
districts are exerting every effort to prevent the 
consummation of the programme agreed upon 
by the Warner men. They declare that the 
acceptance of Bavard’s resignation will be

Wasuineton, D. C., June 16,—In the Senate, 
the bill to emend the Enrollment and Licensing 
act went over on the expiration of the morning 
hour, and the supplemental Judicial Appropria- 
tion pill was taken up. 

Mr. Dawes said that this was the most per- 
nicious of the measures lately introduced in 
Congress. It would, if it became a law, shake 
the confidence of all the justice-loving people 
in our judicial system. 

Mr. Hill believed. the intent of the present 
law was good, and if it were righteously admin- 
istered there would be non of change. It 
would, as Mr. Conkling bad said, be indecent to 
introduce politics into the pury system bv a law, 
but they have already been introduced by Judges 
who violate the spirit of the existmg law, aud 
the pending bill is intended to abate this in- 
decency already established. 

Mr. Conkling thought that. as the present law 
bad been praised by the Democrats, it would be 
BETTER TO RETAIN IT, 
amending it to remedy the defects complained 
of, than to abrogate it altogether by passing a 
bill which provided, in violation of the Consti- 
tution and all civilized jurisprudence, that cases 
should be tried before juries selected on account 

of their political bias. 3 

Mr. Hill replied that he would not vote for 
the Dili unless it contained proviso that 
nothing contained in it shall vent comformity 
with the State p where such conformity 
now exists. It was intended to reach cases 
where State practice was devarted from, secure 
impartiality there, and, if possible, lead to a re- 
turn to the State system. He admitted to 
Conkling that he regarded this measure as ob- 
jectionable, but it was necessary in order to 
REMEDY A PRACTICE MORE OBJECTIONABLE. 

Mr. Conkling asked Mr. Hiil why he proposed 
an ‘indecent and bad measure to correct an 
“indecent and bad practice, when the prac- 
tice could be corrected by amending the exist- 
ing law. 

Mr. Hill replied that he believed the practical 
effect of the bill, with a slight amendmeut 
which he would propose, wouid be simply to 
force areturn by the Federal Courts to the 
State systems. From the clause, “but nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent 
any Judge, in a district ju which such is now the 
practice, from ordering the names of jurors to 
be drawn from the boxes used by the State au- 
thorities,“ he would move to strike out the 
words in which such is now the practice,” so 
as to make the provision universal. 

Mr. Morgan said in 1862 the Government 
thought it necessary to introduce politics into 
the qualifications of Federal jurors. Leaving 
out the auestion whether that was right or 
necessary at the time, a general amnesty has 
since gone out for all political crimes, and there 
seems to be vo reason for. making the jurv-box 
the only place where political disability is to be 
perpetuated. 

Mr. Allison’s amendment to increase the ap- 
propriation for the payment of District Attor- 
neys and their assistants from $300,000 to 8350, 
000 was rejected. 

Mr. Wallace moved to amend by inserting 
after the clause prohibiting any liability to be 
incurred by any Department for the future pay- 
ment of money until an appropriation therefor 
shall have been made, the words, except as pro- 
vided for in Sec. 3,732 of the Revised Statutes.“ 
(Sec. 3,782 excepts the War and Navy Depart- 
ments from the general law on this subject.) 
Adopted. 

The bill was reported back to the Senate, and 
the amendments made in Committee of the 
Whole agreed to. 

Mr. Hill moved, as per previous notice, to 
strike out of the third section the words, in a

Mr. Wallace opposed the amendment. The 
words mentioned formed 

AN INTENTIONAL BXCEPTION, 
the object of the bill being to create a uniform 
Federal system of drawing jurors. The amend- 
ment would destroy the uniformity. 

Mr. Carpenter said he would vote for the 
amendment; he would, at the proper time, like 
to unite with the lawyers of this body in fram- 
and a Federal jury law. At present there was 
vo such thing as a trial by a jury in Federal 
courts.

After further debate, Mr. Hill’s amendment 
was adopted. The bill was read a third time 
and passed,—yeas 27, nays 15,—a strict party 
vote.

the House, however, he filed to secure the vote 
of a single New York member. This movement 
began as soon as it became apparent that the 
President would sign the bill. The Republicans 
in the House who supported the bill only did so 

AFTER CAREFUL. EXAMINATION 

had been made of its bearing upon all the earlier 
laws referred toin the President’s veto of the 
first bill, and especially of the question whether 
it in any way restricted the President’s power to 
enforce the Federal Election laws. As the re- 
sult of this study it was decided that the lan- 
guage of the bill did not impair in the slightest 
degree the President’s power to use the army to 
enforce any law of the United States, including 
the Election laws, either upon election days or 
any other days, to the full extent to which be 
possessed such power before this Congress con- 
vened. 

The rider on the Army bill is, in fact, mean- 
ingless for the opposition except as a form of 
words to cover their surrender. They even 
adopted the language of the President describ- 
ing a fo of bill which he would sign. The 
Republicans hold that troops called to aid the 
civil authorities to enforce the United States 
law are not used as a police force. 

The signature which the Republicans of the 
House are certain the President will affix to this 
bill will be attached because it does not in any 
way obstruct the President in the use of troops 
to execute United States Jaws where resistance 
cannot be overcome by the civil authorities. 

It is expected that the Judicial biil, which 
passed the Senate to-day, with amendments, 
can get through the House so as to reach the 
President Wednesday. The veto can then be 
sent in Thursday, and the House can decide 
upon the course it will pursue, as both the 
Army and Legislative bills 

WILL PROBABLY HAVE BEEN SIGNED 

by the time the veto of the Judicial bill is ready 
to be acted upon. If the Democrats concludé to 
adjourn without making appropriations for the 
courts, the best opinion is that they won’t have 
time to get far away from the District before 
hearing that the President would like to see 
them again.

THE LAND LAWS.

Wasuincton, D. C., June 16.—The Com- 
mission appointed to codify the Publie Land 
laws will commence work immediately after 
July 1.

It provides that the rights accru- 
ing under any certificate of naturalization shall 
not be questioned, nor shall any such certificate 
be invalid by reason of any defect through ir- 
regularity or illegality in the act of naturaliza- 
tion after two years from the date thereof, un- 
less occasioned by actual or intentional fraud on 
the part of the holder of such certificate. 

By Mr. Samford, prohibiting the hoarding of 
money in the Treasury, and probibiting an in- 
crease of the interest-bearing debt of the United 
States. This bill makes it unlawful for money 
to be hoarded in the Treasury, and provides 
that all money in the Treasury not necessary for 
the payment of the ordinary expensesof the 
Government shall be used for the payment of 
outstanding United States bonds. Sec. 2 pro- 
hibits the increase of the interest-bearing debi, 
and See. 3 inflicts a penalty of $5,000, together 
witha removal from office, upon any Government 
official who violates the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. Young (Tenn.) introduced a bill graut ing 
a pension of $50 per mount to the widow of 
Lieut. Hiram Benner. 

‘The total number of bills thus far introduced 
the present session is 2,335.

CANADA. 


Meeting of the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly—State of the Church—Banking-—Que. 
bec. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Orrawa, June 16.—At a meeting of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly, the Rev. Principal 
MacVicar read the report of the Board of French 
Evangelization. The report, whichis the fourth 
annual one, says that about one-third of the 
entire population of the Dominion of Canada 
are French-speaking Roman Catholics, Al- 
though the greater number of these are found 
in the Province of Quebec, where there are up- 
wards of a million to a total population of 
1,190,000, yet they are by no means confined to 
that Province. In Nova Scotia there 
are 83,000, in New Brunswick 40,000, 
and in Ontario 75,000 French-speaking 
people. If to these are added the 
large numbers in the Provioce of Manitoba, 
as well as those in Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island, it will be seen that there is 
scarcely avy limit to this department of the 
Church's work in the Dominion. The means 
of propagandism employed by the Board are 
these: colportage, mission schools, and preaching 
stations. The results have been very satisfac- 
torv. Forty-five years ago there was scarcely 
a French Protestant in the country,—not a 
solitary French Protestant congregation. The 
Bible was an unknown book in the French 
parisbes of Quebec. To-day thousands of 
couverts to Protestantism can be found. Prot- 
estant congregations are numbered by the score, 
and few varishes are without the tofluence of 
Bible truth. The report again says: Our 
work, too, has gone beyond our borders and is 
blessing our neighbors in the United States. 
Not to speak of the large congregation under 
the Board in St. Anne, III., and the French 
Canadian Protestants in the Western States, the 
number of our converts in New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts is ver large. It is interesting 
to know that in the City of Lowell there 
is a French Protestant charch. Another feature 
of the Board’s labor is to supply Gospel ordi- 
nances to * ee = 
uehec, especiallv among those w ave r- 
— with Catholic families. During the 
ear the Board has been much embarrassed for 
ack of funds, especially as pecuniary assistance 
has in many instances to be given to converts 
who are subjected to persecution. A 18 
tion of the labors in the various special fiel 
was given. ‘The financial statement closed the 
report. The total receipts for the ordinary 
fund were $20,694, or nearly $2,800 less than 
the previous year. Tbe contributions for the 
building fund were about $2,200 in excess of 
last year.

A piece of big police work was done yester- 
day in Chicago, which resulted in the arrest of 
members of one of the most dangerous gangs 
of forgers which bas been known of late 
years.

owing toa lack of time were not closely ex- 
amived. The detectives all conceded that it 
was the richest kit of wools they had ever seen. 

Just as the detectives were leaving the house 
Brockway's friend rode up in a buggy. The 
officers think it was his intention to get there 
before them, and secret Brockway’s effects, but 
they were too quick for bim, and so foiled him. 
The recovery of the tools is of the greatest 
importance, and will tend te strengthen the 
case against the prisoners.

THE DENVER WAR. 

Denver, Col., June 16.—The controversy 
between the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and 
the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad Companies 
came before Judge Hallett to-day to determine 
whether the property, including the road seized 
by the Denver & Rio Grande, shall be re- 
stored. Much depends on whether the 
order for a writ of injunction by 
Bowen was issued previous to the application 
for removal to the Federal Courts. Without 
action, the Court adjourned until to-morrow. 
Saturday, Bowen, on petition of the Rio Grande 
Company, appointed H. A. Risley (solicitor for 
the Rio Grande Railroad) Receiver for the road, 
aud this aggravates the complications. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

CoLoRaDo Springs, June 11.—For the past 
ten days the exciting and prevailing tepic of 
conversation has been the bitter warfare going 
on between the Denver & Rio.Grande Railway 
Company and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad Company for the possession of the 
narrow-gauge railroad built by the former Com- 
pany. ‘The bistory of this controversy is some- 
what as follows: For several years the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railway Company have been operat- 
ing a narrow-gauge railroad from Denver to 
Alamosa, in the San Luis Valley, with branches 
from Pueblo te Canon City, and from Cucharas 
to El Moro, near Trinidad, in all about 380 miles 
ofroad. They bad also surveved and chartered 
extensions, not built, from Canon City to Lead- 
ville, through the wonderful canon of the Ar- 
kansas River, about 120 miles in length, and 
from Alamosa westward to the San Juan country. 
When the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
road was completed to Pueblo, it was necessary 
to have a connection with Denver, and they eu- 
deavored tu make amicable arrangements with 
the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad for such a 
connection. The latter road, however, was in 
such relations with the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
a directly competing line, that it was impossible 
to effect any satisfactory arrangements with 
them; but, om tbe contrary, there was 
the greatest discrimination botb as to freights 
and passengers against the Santa Fe Road. 
This even went so far that the Rio Grande 
Road refused to receive the Denver coupon 
tickets of the Santa Fe Railroad, and it was 
necessary for conductors of passenger-trains to 
take up their Deaver coupons and replace them 
with tickets of the Rio Grande Road bougut 
in their office for cash at their regular passenger 
rates. In consequence of this it became a mat- 
ter of necessity for the Santa Fe Company, a 
boverful aud wealthy corporation, in selt-de- 
‘fense, to extend their own lines to Denver, 
and they surveyed a line running parallel und 
close to that of the Rio Grande. At that time 
‘the Kansas Pacific was in difficulties and in the 
hauds of a Keceiver, and the Rio Grande had 
exhausted ite resources in its extensions, and, 
rather than carry on the coutest araiust its 
powerful aotagonist, negotiations were com- 


menced and completed for the leasing of the 


entire lines of the Denver & Rio Grande Rail- 
road to the Santa Fe Company for thirty years 
on terms which seemed at the time very ad- 
vantageous to the Denver & Rio Grande Rail 
road. Ihey were to tura over their entire outfit 
just as it stood to the Banta Fe Road, with an 
inventory which was to be made good at 
the termivation of the lease, and to receive 
47 per cent of the gross carnings for the 
irst year, said percentage to be reuuced annu- 
ally until it was W per cent, and remain 80 
during the balance of the jease,—all of the op- 
erating eXpenses to be paid by the Santa Ve 
Company. Tims lease was properly executed 
and placed in the hands of a Boston party to be 
held in escrow. Possession was at once given 
to the Santa ke Company, and they have oper- 
ated the line as a part of their own until to-day, 
aud, I believe, to we general ‘satisfaction of 
shippers aud Wwe traveling community. A dif- 
culty soon arcse between the two Companies, 
bowever, io the matter of a claim by wie Rio 
Grande Company that the Santa Fe Company 
should guarantee the interest on their bonds, 
which the latter claimed was not a part of their 
contract, amd refused to do. Another difficulty 
was the continuation of the old contest for the 
occupation of the Grand Canon of the Arkansas 
River tor their extension to Leadville, wusch had 
never been settled. This being the only prac- 
ticable passage through the range fora iong dis- 
tance, and the deep defile, with towering walls 
trom 1,500 to 2,500 feet high, being 80 
Darrow n many places that it was almost 
an impossibility, without enormous expense, 
to run two tracks through it, it became 
a matter of great importance to secure priority 
of right therein. ‘Lhe surveys of the Rio 
Grande Road were undoubtedly prior, and they 
claimed by their charter the exclusive right oi 
way through the canon. On the other hand, 
the Santa Fe Company claimed that they (the 
Denver & Kio Grande) had not perfectea their 
right of way by doing the requisite amount of 
work, and bad practically abandoned the route. 
Both parties prepared to occupy the canon, and 
so closely together were their forces in com- 
mencing the work that it became a question 
before the United States Supreme Court, to 
which the case was carried, as to which party 
actually commenced work ürst, there being but 
afew hours of variance between them. 

The Santa Fe Companys nave pushed through 
a completed line, on which their cars are runnin 
for some sixteen miles, carrying them — 
the gorge; but, on the other hand, the decision 
of the United States Court was given in favor 
of the Rio Grande Company on the question of 
priority, but giving the Santa Fe Company the 
right to use the grade where there was not room 
for two tracks. ‘The question as to whether the 
Sante Fe Company were not working under 
such a color of rignt as to have a 
right to have the expense of buiiding the 
road refunded to them is still unsettied by the 
Courts. ‘The Kio Graude Company claim that it 
shall be turned over to them without repayment 
as having been built in “tort.” The present 
suit does not involve the matter of the canon 
in apy degree, but only for the restoration to 
the Kio Grande Company of their completed 
lines. Complaint was brought by the Attorney- 
General of the State, making both Companies 
defendants, in San Luis, Costella County, betore 
Judge Bowen, at Chambers, and asking a pre- 
liminary injunction forbidding the Santa Fe 
Company from interfering in any way with the 
Rio Graude Company in taking possession of all 
their property and operating the same, and this, 
too, beiore any complaint was filed. This motion 
was called up on the 2d inst., and has stirred up 
= — A — * and recrimination 

ro ut the State. early every paper in 
the State has takeu sides iu the coutieversy, the 
Denver Tribune taking the lead as the advocate 
of the Santa Fe Railroad, and the Rocky Mount- 
ain News being the leading champion of the 
Dever & Rio Grande Railroad. In the mean- 
time, steel met steal in the little adobe 
courtroom at San Luis. The best 
legal talent of the State was employed 
on both sides, and, in aid of the Santa Fe, Cory- 
don Beckwith and Mr. Pratt, of Chicago,” were 
added to the home talent. On the part of the 
prosecution it was urged, among other things, 
that the charter of the Santa Fe Company lim- 
ited their right to operate a railroad to the State 
of Kansas, and consequently they bad no stand- 
ing in Colorado, and could not contract to lease 
or operate a railroad in this State. The suit 
was brought in the relation of certain stock- 
bolders of the Denver & Kio Grande, who aiso 
claimed that under its charter it could not be 
leased to any party; also, that the lease had

As many of these men were roughs of 
the hardest character, gathered from various lo- 
calities, it is almost strange that no collision be- 
curred before the decision of the Court Was pro- 
mulgated. The injunction was eranted by Judge 
Bowen on Tuesaay, the IIth inst. The writs 
were promptly forwarded to all the Sheriffs 
along the line that night, and on yesterday 
morning were served at all the main points. At 
Denver there was no resistance, and the Denver 
& Rio Grande Raiiroad took possession of all 
the property and trains there. At this point 
Sheriff Becker went early in the morning to the 
passenger depot, but found it locked up and 
guarded from within. Having a company of 
cavairy and militia at band, and threatening to 
break oben the doors if not peacefully yielded, 
the parties within finally came out and gave 
bim possession. Ihe freight depot was, 
however, held all day dy 
fifty armed men from Dodge City, 
who threateved to shoot avy one who attempt- 
ed to disturo their possession, claiming tne 
writs were illegal, but during last evening a 
parley was held, and, the parties holding the 
ort“ finding that nearly every other point had 
been given up, consented to give peaceable pos- 
session this morning, and as I write a company 
of militia with the Sueriff are marching there to 
receive it from them, At Pueblo there was con- 
siderable trouble, but the Sheriff with 150 
sworn depaties captured the teiegraph-office 
and the rouud-house, where over 100 men were 
on guard, late in the aiternvon, and atter one 
man was Wiled and several wounded. At 
Cucharas, the junction of the roadto Aiamosa 
and El Mora, there was some fighting, io which 
a train was fired into and several men wounded, 
but the officers and Deuver & Rio Grande mea 
got the possession. By 8 p. m. they had re- 
covered all of the road, except about ten miles 
of road from Canon’ City eastward to the coal 
banks, and the end of the EI Mora division ly- 
ing in Las Animas County, where the Sheriff 
reiused to serve the writs. ‘he Denver & Rio 
Grande Compiny think they will be able to 
secure the whole of tbe road to-day 
some time. The nger-train which 
should have left Denver yesterday morning at 8 
o’clock did not heave until about 10 iu charge of 
Denver & Rio Grande officials, and reached 
Pueblo without a great deal of trouble, except 
that they found at Pinos Station four rails taken 
up and hidden. By searching they found them 
ia the bottom of the creek, und replaced them, 
and both the dowa and up trains passed with- 
out furiber accident. It is expected that to-day 
all trains wil! be running regularly. 

As to the merits of this controversy both par- 
ties claim to be in the right, and the end is not 

et. ‘lhe courts will decide between them, and 

will not attemps to prejudge their decisions. 
The values at stake are enormous, and the 
struggle will be gigantic. The contusion which 
must arise will necessarily be great, as much 
Santa Fe property i distributed over the lines, 
the freight depots are full of goods, handled by. 
Santa Fe trains, the ticket offices are supplied 
with coupon tickets over the various Eastern 
hoes. All of this property is now in the hands 
of Denver & Rio Grunde agents, and Santa Fe 
men excluded. The order of Judge Bowen 
did not require amy inventory, but gave 
them entire and immediate posseasion of every- 
thing. With the bitter animosity existing be- 
tween the two companies, and the exciusion of 
Santa Fe officials from any opportunity of pro- 
tecting their rights and interests, 1 cannot see 
bow these difliculties will be equitably aajusted.

THE KANSAS CITY FIGHT. 

The feht between the Southwestern roads re- 
garding the passenger business from Kansas 
City has broken out afresh, and rates were again 
quoted yesterday at S0-cents from Kansas Oity 


to Chicago. As already stated tn Sunday’s 
Inox, the managers of the various roads in 
this city leading to Missouri River points agreed 
Saturday afternoon to charge an arbitrary rate 
from Mississippi River points to Chicago of $9, 
so as te limit the neut to tke roads west of the 
Mississippi; but, before the agreement could be 
put into effect, the Chimgo, Buriington & 
Quincy claimed to have come into the posses- 
sion of facts showing that the Chicago & 
Alton had placed in the hands of outside 
parties a large amount of round-trip tickets at 
reduced rates, and for this reason it withdrew 
from the agreement. Lhe managers oi the 
Chicago & Alton claim that they have done no 
such thing, and that the charge made was [rivol- 
ous. Numberless conferences bave since been 
held to bring about an amicable settlement, but 
somehow or other no headway could be made. 
The St. Louis roads and the other lines west of 
the Mississippi seem to be greativ agitated 
about the matter, and the General Passenger 
and Ticket Agents of the St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northern, Missouri Pacific, and Haun 
bal & St. Joe came to the city yeaterday to take 
a hand in the negotiations that were going on. 
‘They demand that the Chicago & Alton sball 
redeem its outstanding tickets at full 
tariff rates before: a settlement of 
the difficulties is made, and in 
this demand they are aided by the Chicago, 
Burlingtou & Quincy. The Chicago & Alton 
101 some reason refuses to make peace ou such 
terms, and threatens if the Kansas City fight is 
not stopped they will cut the rates ou the 
Omaha business, and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy says if the Alton does this, they will cut 
the rates from this city to St. Louis, and the 
Alton savs it the Burlington does this, it will 
simply make rates trom St. Louis to New York 
at the same figures as charged from Chicago. 
As the rates from St. Louis to New York are 
$24.25, and from Chicage only $20, the roads 
leading East irom St. Louis would then neces- 
sarily become involved in the fight, as they 
would not be able to compete with the Al- 
ton unless they reduced their rates. This 
would make the fight general, and the 
trunk lines would no doubt take the matter in 
hand and force a settlement of this foolish 
fight. 

Another conference between the various 
parties interested in this fight was held last 
evening, and there is a prospect that the trouble 
will be amicably settled to-day. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS. 

The freight business of the various railroads 
leading east from this city has been unusually 
heavy during the last week. Much of the 
freight transported was contracted at the 
low rates previous to the advance made 
at Niagara Falls. But most of this 
has now gone forward, and business is 
offered quite freely at the present rates, which 
is no coubt due to the further advance decided 
upon last week at New York, and which will go 
into effect next Monday. 

The grain shipped during the past week bas 
been distributed among the various roads as 
follows: 

Michi Central, 30,385,488 pounds; Lake 
Shore Michigan Southern, 28,517,840; Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, 20,124,400; Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 8,629,000; Balti- 
more & Ohio, 7,094,908. 

The following amounts of meat were trans- 
ported: 

Michigan Central, 13,806,180 pounds; Lake 
Shore Michigan Southern, 9,137,240; Picts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, 6,638,795; Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Lous, 6,692,800; Baiti- 
more & Ohio, 118,924. 

The total percentages of business carried by 
the various roads bas been as follows: 

Michigan, 33.7; Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern, 28.7; Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, 
20.4; Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 11.7; 
Baltimore & Ohio, 5.5. 

It will be seen by the above that the Michigan 
Central and Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
have carried much more than the tage 
awarded them at Ni Falls, while the Penv- 
sylyania Company's lines and the Baltimore & 
Ohio bave fallen behind. The awarde made at 
Niagara Falls were as follows: Michigan Cen- 
tral, 31 per cent.; Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern, 26; Peonsvivania Company (Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, and Pittsbure, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis), 34; Baltimore & Obio, 9.

THE INDIAN COUNTRY. 


The Squatters vs. The Aborigines. 

Lieut. J. M. Burns, of the Seventeenth Iu- 
fantry, who was sent from Fort Sisseton to the 
James River, D. T., to keep the peace between 
the squatters and Indians there, had a series of 
interviews with Drifting Goose, weir Chief, and 
other influential Indians. 
their statement, which he reports to military 
headquarters, and which tells the whole story 
of the outrages committed against these peace- 
able and semi-civilized Indians, is as follows: 

We have lived here for twenty-five years; our 
fathers lived here before us; and we have always 
considered this our home. Until within the last 
year we have had peaceable ion of it. No 
one claimed it; no ope wanted it. 

Until within the last four ‘years we had no 
farming implements; we dug up the ground with 
our fingers, and with sticks, planting and raising 
what we could to support our wives and chilaren. 
Maj. Hamilton, the indian Agent at Sisseton, took 
pity on us and requested the Great Father to give 
us tools with which to cultivate the ground. He 
sent us two yoke of oxen, plows, hoes, and other 
implements. See for yourself what we have done. 
We have built houses, we have plowed and 
fenced the land, and, when we were nearly able to 
support ourselves, our farms and houses were 
taken away from us by the whites. 

Look and you will see white men occupying 
the houses we built with great labor, and cuitivat- 


in the ground which we scratched up 
with our fingers. Tne Great Father ad- 
vi us to abandon our Indian habits

and live like white men. We have been trying to 
comply with his wishes. We have been strugelme 
along, year after year, endeavoring to build up 
homes for our wives and children. We have made 
some progress, as you can see, but now the whites 
bave robbed as of our land and homes, and we are 
left desolate. This land belonged to our an- 
cestors; we inherited it, and it has never been 
ceded to the Government. No Indian who be- 
longs to this tribe, or who has belonged to it, ever 
signed the treaty. and, if our names are signed tu 
it, it was done without our knowledge or coneent. 
We were asked to go to the Council and sign the 
treaty, but we refused to doit. Therefore, we be- 
lieve that this land rightfully belongs to us, and 
we ask the Great Father to give it back to us. 

During the war between the whites and Indi- 
ans [referring to the massacre in Minnesota] we re- 
mained friendly to the whites. The Great Father 
sent for us to help his soldiers, and we went. 
Some of our people were killed. some were 
wounded, and others died while fighting for the 
whites against our own nation. Gen. Sibley will 
tell you that what we say is true. Last winter we 
went to the Crow Creek Agency for provisions, 
with the understanding that we could come back to 
our farms in the sprine. We left our farming im- 

lements and over 400 bushels of corn here. 

nen we returned. a few weeks ago, we found not 
only had we been robbed of our homes, but aleo of 
a portion of our farming impiements, and over 300 
dus bels of corn had been stolen. These white peo- 
ple have now a horse which was purchased with 
our corn, and we think such treatment pour recom- 
pense for our friendsbip for the whitesand our 
fidelity to the Government. 

We cannot believe that the Great Father un- 
derstands how we have been treated, and we ask 
you to tell him. We place confidence in you, and 

lieve you willdoas you say. We want you to 
ask him to set apart asmall tract of this land as a 
reservation for us, so we can go on and complete 
our homes. Our fathers, mothers, relatives, and 
friends are buried here, and here we want to re- 
main to watch over their graves, and when we die 
we want to be buried by their side. We could 
have driven these whites from our land, but we 
did not wantto do anything which the Great Father 
would not like; therefore, we make this appeal to 
bim, believing he will redress our wrongs. 


Relying in the promise of Lieut. Burns to 
present the case to the President and Secretary 
Schurz, the Indians have gone back to the 
Agency under au escort. 

IMPORTANT DECISION.

InpIANAPOLI8, Ind., June 16.—TIo-day the Su- 
perior Court, in full bench, decided a case 
which has created considerable interest here. 
Charles A. Wright, administrator of the estate 
of a widow woman now in the poor-house. used 


62.000 of the estate fund for his own purposes, 
giving a mortgage on two lots valued at $2,400. 
The Judge of the Circuit Court, having probate 
jurisdiction, ordered the payment of the money 
into the court, which failing to do, Wright was 
ordered to three monthe’ imprisonment for 
A habeas corpus brought 
the case before the Superior Bench. Judges 
Elliott and Holman sustained the action 
of the Circuit Court on record on 
the ground that, having jurisdiction of 
the subject matter, the judgment of the court 
could not be reviewed, the proceedings being 
reguiar on the record. The writ would be dis- 
missed, Judge Howe, in a legal opinion, dis- 
sented, claiming the right to review the action 
of the Circuit Court. aud arguing that the mon- 
ey due the estate from Wright was a debt re- 
coverable by another statutory remedy, and that 
under the constitution there could. not be im- 
ment tor debt except in case of fraud. 
t Wricut was guilty of a fraud in the ab- 
straction of the funds there must be conviction 
under some statute and it ent upon such 
conviction before there couid’ be imprisonment. 
His opinion . was avery strong arraignment of 
the assumed power of the court to imprison for 
contew pt. 
The opinions were listened to by nearly all the 
leading members of the Bar.

For Shooting and Clubbing Him a Pro- 
nounced Failure. 


Suspicious-Looking People Will Here- 
after Take Warning. 


The charges against Officers William Croak 
and Dennis Denneby for assaulting Thomas 
Root Johnstone with a deadly weapon were in- 
vestigated yesterday by Justice Prindiville, a 
change of venue having been taken from Jus- 
tice Wallace by the defense. This is the case in 
which Johnstone, a colored man, was shot at by 
one policeman and, as is alleged, clubbed by 
another on Wabash avenue on the 29th uit. it 
attracted much attention at the time, the shoot- 
ing and clubbing being characterized as most 

tal and uncalled for. 

The first witness was Dr. A. R. Camp, who 
examined Johnstone and found a deep cut two 
inches in length on his head and two 
gunshot wounds in his leg. He appeared to be 
intoxicated at the time of the examination. One 
of the builets was not found, and might cause 
the man trouble in the future. The cut on the 
dead was evidently inflicted with a club. 

Frank W. Pettit, a sborthand reporter, was 
standing in the office of the Burdick House, and, 
hearing a shot, looked out of the window. He 
saw Officer Croak chasing Jobns<one, and saw 
him cock his pistol and fire again. Going out- 
side he found the officers returning with Johv- 
stone, whose bead was bieeding. He could not 
bear whether they called to him to stop, and did 
not recognize Officer Dennehy. 

Mr. J. A. Burlingame, a salesman, gave al- 
most similar testimony. After Croak shot, 
another officer clubbed Johnstone. This the 
witness saw. He saw bim running and pretty 
fast for a drunken man or even a sober one. 

Mr. H. R. Dunn, of No. 178 Wabash avenu 
identified Croak as one of the officers, but di 
not recognize Dennehy. The clubbing occurred 
in front of wituess’ store, and Johnstone was 
struck twice with great force. Witness did not 
see the shooting. 

The prosecuting witness identified both the 
officers, and said that he was sbot twice 


by Croak. He had a box of knives un- 
der his coat when Croak stopped him, 
and he ran because be was drunk and 


afraid of being arrested, as he bad been before 
for that offense. He fell after the first shot, 
and was shot again while down. ‘Then he 
stopped in a gigi and was clubbed on the 
head by Dennehy. He did not hear any call to 
balt. As for the knives, he bought them of a 
9 for 20 cents. 

u cross-examipation, Johnstone said he had 
been arrested three times for drunkepness and 
being an inmate of a house of ili-fame, but 
never for anything else. He worked in hotels 
and elsewhere, and lived at 167 Clark street. 
Was never arrested 

AS A THIEF OR VAGRANT. 


The mother of Jobnstone testified that ber 
son lived at bome occasionally, and thought be 
was a good boy. She knew nothing of him Fer 
ting drunk or hanging around houses of ill- 


fame. 

A. Carmeil, of No. 182 State street, swore 
that Johnstone worked for him at odd times. 
It appeared, bowever, that the work done was 
all performed around the brothels Nos. 116 and 
118 Fourth avenue, which Carmell swore he 
owned. Luzie Moore occupies one of these 
ranches, and the witness said he believed she 
rented furnished rooms. He bad heard people 
who hang around eorners on Fourth avenue 
say that Johnstone was a good boy, 
and that they all liked him, and bad 
also heard Lizzie Moore testify to 
Johnstone’s ebaracter. Considering 
that this colored individual is commonly re- 
garded as the lover of this degraded 
woman, itis reasonable to suppose that such 
testimony as this did not lend any exaltation to 
the man’s character, but at the same time it is 
hard to see bow bis geveral worthlessuess 
justified the officers in attempting to kill him. 

This closed the case for the prosecution, and, 
there being little or no evislonce connecting 
Denuehy with the clubbing, although it was un- 
questionably performed by a policeman at the 
time of the arrest, that efficer was discharged. 

The defense then called Edward Farrell, a 
restaurant-keeper, Adams street and Wabash 
avenue, who testified to hearing the officers call 
upon Johnstone to halt.“ He didn’t see the 
clubbing or shooting. 

John J. McGrath, of 174176 State street, was 
ona Wabash avenue street car, going south. 
Heard two shots aud a cry of stop, presum- 
ably from the officer who was 

CHASING THE COLORED MAN. 
The second shot and the ¢all were probably about 
simultaneous, and the man was running rapid- 
lv. The car stopped a few minutes. Witness 
could not identify Johnstone, but knew it was a 
colored map. He never saw fewer persons on 
that street at that hour of the day. 

H. F. Downing, painter, saw Johnstone with 
a box under his coat, and, thinking his actions 
suspicious, watched him. Afterwards pointed 
uim out tothe Officers Croak and Denneby. 
The colored man ran away, and the officers pur- 
sued. Saw no brutality after he man was 
taken into the blacksmith's shop. Saw one 
policeman throw his club at Johnstone. 

C. W. Robe special poiicemap, heard the 
shots and saw Johnstone runniug. Saw Croak 
capture him and strike at bim twice wita his 
fist or something which he had in his hand, the 
prisover resisting. 

Mr. Harry Joute identified the package of 
knives found on Johnstone, and said thev were 
stolen from his store. Officers Maddigan, Wylie, 
Cuffy, and otners told of arresting Johnstone 
oa different occasions, one time for attempting 
to slaughter the woman Moore with a dirk. He 
was held to the Criminal Court for this, but the 
woman did not prosecute. The defendant also 
took the stand and denied all unnecessary vio- 
lence, and, after au examination extending over 
about five hours, the remaining defendant was 
discharged. 


CAPT. BURKE. 


He Receives a Silver Medal for Saving 
Drowning Men. 

The bravery of Capt. William Burke, Master 
of the schooner Andrew Jackson, in rescuing 
from drowning six men belonging to the ill- 
starred schooner Jo Vilas on the 9th of October. 
1876, has at last been fitcingly remembered and 
rewarded. The gallant Captain’s courage has 
been the theme ol the newspapers from time to 
time ever since the occurrence, and he has won 
“golden opinions of ail sorts of peopie.” It 
remained for the Government, however, to ex- 
press, by a suitable restimonial, its appreciation 
of dis bravery under trving circumstances, and 
the time bas now arrived when the pational 
gratitude takes practical shape, and the brave 
commander is about to become the recipient of 
a handsome silver medal, together with an 
autograph letter from Secretary Sherman, 
wich will doubtless be treasured up as an beir- 
loom for coming generations. The best of it all 
is that Capt. Burke, being a very modest man. 
was inclined to accept the thanks of the rescued 
sailors and the popular applause awarded him 


at the time as final, and say no 
more abovt it. But there was a law op 
the statute-books providing for the 


remembrance of such beroic deeds, and, urged 
by bis friends and by bupdreds of others who 
had heard of his deeds but had never heard or 
known of bim before, he made out the proper 
papers, affidavits, etc., and, after more urging 
and spurring up, sent them ou to Washington. 
The result of it all is revealed iu the following 
official correspondence, received yesterday by 
Mr. William Henry Smith, Colleetor of Customs 
for this port: 

Treasury DEPARTMENT, June 11, 1879.— William 
Henry Smith, eg. Collector of Customs, Chi- 
cago, Jii.—Sim: I nave the honor to tranemit to 
you this day, by Adams Express Company, tbe 
silver life-saving medal authorized by the acts ot 
Jone 20. 1874, and Jane 18, 1878, which has deen 
awarded to Capt. William Burke, of the schooner 
Andrew Jackson, of your port, in recognition of 
bis services in rescuing the crew of the schooner 
Jo Vilas, on Lake Michigan, Oct. 2, 1876. 

I will thank you to deliver the medal to Capt. 
Burke, together. with the accompanying letter, 
taking his receipt for the medal, which you ure re- 
guested to forward to this Department. Very 
respectfully, Joux SHERMAN, Secretary. 

The letter from Secretary Sherman to Capt. 
Burke himself is as follows:

RELIGIOUS. 


METHODISTS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers was hela yesterday morning at the 
Billings House, near the corner of Haisted and 
West Jackson streets, the proprietor of that 
hotel haying placed the pariors at their disposal. 
The Rey. Dr. Willing presided, and after the 
usual devotional exercises business began. 

A resolution requesting the Trustees of the 
Vesplaines . not to countenance in 
any way the running of Sunday trains during 
the progress of the annual camp-meeting was 
called up, and Elder Boring moved its adoption. 
In his understanding the railroad would not run 
such trains unless requested to do so, and it was 
important that the meeting should take action 
showing their sentiments. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkburst said that the only 
way to attain the object at heart was for 
ministers to stay away from the camp-meeting 
altogether, if Sunday trains were run. if min- 
testers were to be advertised to preach there, the 
trains would be run. 

Elder Boring said that all Methodist ministers 
within the district bad a vote at the annftal 
meeting of the caump-ground, to be beld next 
week, and that one laywavu from each church 
also bad a vote. Let them go to the meeting 
and vote against Sunday trains. 

Mr. Parkhurst said that the Trustees would 
do as they pleased about it, and t they had 
previously ignored the action of anuual 
ministers’ meeting. Indeed, they had carried 
this so far that they bad decided to disband the 
camp-meeting altogether. , 

Another clergyman explained that this was 
an error. No aciion of an auuual meeting bad 
ever been ignored. 

The Rev. Mr. Goodspeed wanted a strong res- 
olution passed, and also wanted every minister 
to attend the aunual meeting. It was suggested 
that this would probably not be held on Tues- 
day next, as per avnouncement, but would go 
over until the following Friday. Ihe resolution 
was then unanimously passed. 

‘The Rey. S. H. McChesney gave a resume of 
observations made by him during his recent va- 
cation-trip through the extreme West and Ari- 
zona. He was gone seven weeks, and traveled 
7,000 miles, and he never belore realized how 


much the West was given up to profavity and 


card-playing. On the Pacific Coast he found an 
astoovisning indifference to church-going, the 
great mass of the people not attending church 
at all. He found no such enterprise and business 
activity in San Francisco as brevails in Chicago. 
In the first-named city be found that the 
wealth was all in the hands of the few. Land 
and railroad monopolies and stock-gambling 
were the great curses of California. The new 
Constitution was the natural rebound of the 
people from these evils, and this explained the 
triumph of Kearneyism. 

With regard to tbe Chinese question, Mr. 
McChesney said that be left Chicago somewhat 
prejudiced against the Chinese, believing that 
under the influence of the Six Companies a new 
species of slavery wes being introduced into 
America. But he found that the Six Companies 
were nothing more vor less than benevolent 
organizations for the triple purpose of assisting 
Chimamen to emigrate, to take care of them 


when sick, and to ship their bones 
back to the WPlowery Land after 
their death. Another fact was that 


the President of each of the anti-Chinese socie- 
ties was an Irishman. From 1852 to 1878, inclu- 
sive, 230,430 Chinese were brought in, and 133,- 
491 returned to China. The Chinese paid poll- 
tax amouuting to $50,000 per annum, and paid 
duties on $2,000,000 worth of valuable goods 
each year. ‘The San Francisco Almshouse sta- 
tistics showed that 478 irishmen and only one 
Chinese were admitted last year, and the Hos- 
pital figures showed similar results, the fact 
being that the Chinese took care of their own 
sick and poor. There were fewer Chinese here 
than a few years ago, and it was admitted that 
that Central and Southern Pacitic Railroads 
could not have been built without Chinese la- 
bor. Of the two men whom Senator Blame 
gave as his. authorities for statements made 
by him, and whom tie characterized as respect- 
able, one was a defaulter and the other a ticket- 
of-leave man. Of the 6,127 persons arrested in 
San Francisco for drunkenness there was not 
one Chinaman. The Chinese when they got 
druok had sense enough to go away somewhere. 
The Chinese population was double the Irish, 
yet of the deaths io one vear 698 were Irish and 
496 Chinese. The speaker had visited China- 
town, and, while admittingtall its wretchedness 
and depravity, said that he found adjoining 
quarters occupied by other foreigners not a bit 
better. 

Mr. McChesney then gave a detailed account 
of his journey south. He reached Fort Yuma in 
April, after a two-days’ horseback trip, witn the 


thermometer at 100 in the shade. ‘here was no 


water in this country, and every traveler carried 
acapteen. Phe Iudians kept water in porous 
jars, which kept cool by ¢vaporation. They wore 
a breech-clout and seldom anything else, excevt 
astray paper coliar thrown away by a white 
man. 

A brother asked what the females wore. “I 
will tell you that another time,” said Dr. Me- 
Chesney. He described the Apaches as 
cruel and bloodthirsty, and said that Gen. 
Crook, in command of the Department, 
was keeping the peace amongst them 
by employing first one clan or tribe, and then 
another, as police to keep the remainder on the 
reservations. The fast mail-service over the 
Panyal Mountains consisted of one doukey and 
one half-grown Apache boy. ‘The Indians were 
rapid runners, one boy carrying a message over 
rocky country sixty miles in twelve and a half 


hours. 

Dr. McChesney said the morals of Arizona 
were a disgrace to the nation, and that Gen. 
Freemont, its Governor, was a played-out poli- 
ticiau, who signed everv divorce bill presented 
to him, and who took a prominent part in lot- 
ery schemes. As to missionary work, there 
were 2,000 whites and as many Indians 


in the Territory, and only three ar four 
Protestant churches in the country. 
The Puma and Papago Indians 


were devout Catholics. There was one Prespy- 
teriap church in Tucson, but the Methedists 
had no missions nearer than New Mexico. There 
was muen need that something should be done, 
for as pure beatheuism prevailed in Arizona as 
in Africa.

PRESBYTERIANS. 
The Presbyterian ministers held their regular 
weekly meeting yesterday morning in their 
rooms in McCormick Block. The Rev. J. H.

The Rey. J. H. Walker then read an ex- 
heustive paper on the question as to what con- 
stitutes the legal Sabbath, and what restrictions 
should be placed on those who do not observe 
the dav. He defined the functions of a free 
popular Government to be sue as would guar- 
antee to all liberty of conscience, and at ‘the 
same time protect the conscientious feelings of 
its citizens. If the Sabbath be construed as 
a legal holiday, be argued that the laws neces- 
sary were those which would preserve order, 
and at the same time protect the religious 
classes in their rights of worship. It is a his- 
toric tact, he said, that all legislation in this 
country on this subject is based on the religious 
character of the people. The civil Sabbath, be 
claimed, tound its existence in the religious 
Sabbath. ‘The pivotal point io the discussion, 
be said, was as to whether the Constitution 
makes this a Christian, neutral, or von-Chris- 
tian country. He believed that it was not neu- 
tral any more than it was nun-Christian. He 
then quoted the recognition of God in the Dec- 
laration ot Independeuce, and followed with the 
Opinions of Judges Strong, Cooley, and Storey 
to the effect that the State must icgislate ior 
the weltare of the religious classes.

The Baptist iainisters met yesterday morn 
at No. 71 Randolph street, the Rev. C. Perrin 
presiding.

GEN. GRANT IN SIAM. 


A Model Programme for the ‘‘ Boomers.” 
Following is a translation of the order given 
by the King of Siam for the reception and en- 
tertainment of Gen. Grant: 
me for the reception and entertain- 
ment of Gen. U. 8. Grant, .ex-President of the 
United States of America, subject to such modi- 
fications as he may deem expedient: 

First Day—Oan the arrivai of the mall steam- 
er Kong See, conveying Gen. Grant and party, 
at Paknam, a deputation, consisting of Pbra 
Bairaybakya Bhakdi, Phra Sri Sombat, and 
Luang Salayut Witikan, Captain of the Royal 
Body Guard, will proeeed on board the steam 
vacht Rising Sun to the steamer Kong See. 
On goimg on board they will welcome 
Gen. Grant in the name of his Majes- 
ty, and, op presenting his Majesty's best wishes 
to Gen. Grant and party, will invite them on 
board the Rising Sun, and convey them up to 
Baugkok. On their arrival at Bangkok, the 
steam-vacht will anchor off the Iuternational 
Court-House. Officers of the Foreigu Depart- 
meut will then proceed to the steam-yacht in 
house boats, witu paddies, one of eight and one 
of seven fathoms in length, to invite and conve 
Gen. Grant, Mrs. Grant and party to the land- 
ing at the International Court-House. There 
will be a company, consisting of 100 soldiers 
with a military band, at the landing as a guard 
of honor. Phyra Pibasharawongree, private 
Secretary to his Majesty; Phra Boaksa Na- 
paprates Kich, Judge of the International 
Court, with officers of the Koval Horse 
Guard and officers of the Foreign Department, 
will be in waiting at the landing to invite Gen. 
Grant, Mrs. Grant, and party to take carriages 
and proceed to the Grand Saronrom Palace. A 
guard of nonor will be drawn up in tront of the 
palace, consisting of twenty soldiers and a mili- 
tary band, for the occasion.

of the great change in sentiment caused by 
the good results, so far, of remonetization, 
and the author of the very able article on 
silver in the Contemporary Review, Mr. 
Wiitamson, gives the valuable results 
of his observations in this country 
with regard to public opinion and 
the probable production of silver. The ven- 
erable Teurntow Wird, who stood almost 
alone for silver in the East against his own 
party and the press of both parties, has had 
the good fortune to live to see himself justi- 
fied and his opponents confounded by the 
course of events. Mr. Wind covtrasts, with 
a pardonable pride, his predictions and 
those of the anti-silvermen. They declared 
the restoration of silver would make re- 
sumption impossible. Resumption has suc- 
ceeded, and that, too, largely by the help of 
silver. An avalanche of bonds, we were told 
by the goldites, was to be precipitated from 
Europe on this country by. the Silver law, to 
the great loss and damage of our mon- 
eyed institutions and the credit of the 
nation. The return of our bonds from 
Europe is now universally regarded as 
one of the most wholesome symptoms 
of our financial condition. Refunding the 6 
per cents into 4 per cents would be instantly 
arrested by the remonetization of silver, —sil- 
ver has been remonetized, and the refunding 
is finished in months instead of years. The 
premium on gold was to be revived, by the 
reappearance of silver in the coinage,—the 
premium on gold began to go down the day 


the unwise and unstatesmanlike veto of the 
President was overridden by both Houses, 


and kept going down until it went out of 
sight. These are some of the points, and 
they are important ones, on which TuuxLO 
Weep in the East, and Tun Trrevunez in the 
West, have been right from the start. The 
victories in the debate and the changes in 
public opinion have all been on the side of 
silver. An ex-Secretary of the Treasury, who 
stood among the first of American bankers}. 
and now holds a high place in banking in 
the chief financial centre of the world, the 
Hon. Hoes McCuttoca, formally recants 
his adherence to the gold standard, and tells 
the students of Harvard University that to 
be prosperous America must be bi-metallic. 
Germany has suspended its sales of silver, 
and is reported by the British Ambassador to 
Berlin to be preparing to introduce and 
adopt the double staudard as in France. 
The countries like Austria and Italy, which 
are emerging from the wilderness of paper 
money, are shaping their course, not after 
mono-metallic and embarrassed England, but 
after the United States, which exhibits to- 
day more signs of returning prosperity than 
avy other country. Mr. Wittiamson de- 
clares in his letter that all the way 
between New York and San Francisco 
he has found the intelligent men of 
business to be convinced of the necessity 
for the remonetization of silver on a fixed 
ratio to gold. The almost universal opin- 
ion among business-men is in favor of bi- 
nietallism.” This opinion in the United 
States is backed by the declaration of the 
merchants of Liverpool, the greatest of all 
the commercial cities, that Tue disuse of 
silver will lead to frequent panics through 
an inadequate supply of gold for the world’s 
wants.” The panic is not yet over in En- 
gland, where distrust prevails, and heavy 
failures occur daily. There have in the last 
few days been calamitous failures in Hol- 
land, attributable directly to the losses 
caused in Asiatic trade by the depreciation 
of silver. The facts are on the side of silver. 
Business-men and the people see this, and 
understand that the design of the demone- 
tizers of silver was to enhance the price of 
gold, and with it to increase the burden of 
all debts in the interest of a small financial 
clique. 


THE NULLIFIERS — THE PRESIDENT’S 

The position which President Hares has 
taken with regard to the political purposes of 
the present Democratic Congress may be 
stated as follows: That, when Congress 
should pass the appropriation bills, pure and 
simple, he would sign them; that he would 
give their political legislation due considera- 
tion whenever they should submit it sep- 
arately; but that he would not be coerced 
into approving the political schemes of the 
ruling party in Congress simply to avoid the 
embarrassment which wou'd follow the fail-' 
ure of appropriations for carrying on the 
Government. Having taken this position, 
the President cannot reasonably abandon it, 
but must consider the new appropriation 
bills from the same point of view. 

The Legislative bill, almost certainly, and 
perhaps the Army bill, will escape the Ex- 
ecutive veto, on the ground that they do 
not encroach upon the constitational pow- 


isting laws. .There is no difference of opin- 
ion in this regard about the Legislative 
bill; the only question for the Executive 
to consider 1s whether the bill is not so 
confused and bungling as to prevent the 
officers of the Government from paying out 
the money as intended; if it be found that 
the bill may be so construed, in spite of its 
defects in form, as to carry out the intention 
of Congress, then it will be signed. There 
is a difference of opinion, among Republicans 
even, as to the effect of the restrictive clause 
attached to the Army bill, which withholds 
all appropriations for transporting troops for 
the purpose of keeping the peace at the 
polls, The House Republicans were gen- 
erally of the opmion that this restriction 
was not objectionable enough to warrant 
further contest; many of the Senate Repub- 
licans think otherwise. It will be for the 
President to determine whether the restric- 
tion is a defiance of Execuiive authority or 
an attempt to defeat the execution of exist- 
ing laws. 

Astothe “Little Judicial bill,” there can 
be no doubt in the mind of anybody who has 
examined it that it is designed to accomplish 
by indirection what the Democrats were un- 
able to accompligh in an open, manly fash- 
ion. Strategy has been used to circumvent 
the obstactes which the constitutional divis- 
ion of power between the Executive and 
Legislative branches of Government placed 
in the way of the Democrats. The majority 
in Congress could not repeal the National 
Election laws, because the President would 
not assent, and a two-thirds vote could not 
be secured to override his veto; then —

judicial expenses, which they purposely 
omitted from the bill where such appropria- 
tions properly belong. In this way they 
provided for the payment of their 
own salaries, and then placed the 
administration of the United States Courts 
in jeopardy by attaching the restrictive 
clauses to the separate Judicial bill. It was 
a mean device, which shows that the Demo- 


-| cratic members in Congress are not pre- 


pared to make any personal sacrifice, nor to 
take any risk that threatens their own in- 
dividual interests, in order to carry out the 
partisan programme. 

The nullification of the Election laws is 
sought to be accomplished by two phases of 
this Little Judicial bill. In providing for 
the judicial expenses, it is expressly stipu- 
lated that none of the moneys appropriated 
shall be used for the payment of Supervisors 
and Deputy-Marshals for Congressional elec- 
tions; in a separate section it is fur- 
ther provided that no liability shall 
be incurred” for any expenses not specific- 
ally set forth in the appropriation bills. It 
is the second clause which makes the first 
effective in nullifying the Election laws. As 
the laws now stand, the mere withholding of 
appropriations for the payment of Super- 
visors and Marshals would not prevent the 
Courts from appointing such officers nor 
from carrying on the supervision of Con- 
gressional elections. But if Congress pass a 
law prohibiting the Government, in any of 
its branches, from incurring any future liabil- 
ity not expressly authorized by an appro- 
priation bill, then it will be unlawful to ap- 
point Supervisors and Marshals, because 
such appointment carries with it a promise to 
psy the compensation attached to the positions 
under the statute, and a liability would thus 
be incurred whieh the Little Judicial 
bill explicitly prohibits. It will thus be im- 
possible for the President to sign this bill 
without becoming an assenting party to the 
scheme of nullification which it is designed 
to carry out; by approving this bill he 
would consent that certain laws should not 
be executed which he had said should 
not be repealed if he could prevent it. His 
approval of this particular bill, under the 
circumstances, would be éelf-stultification, 
and it would also seriously threaten the in- 
tegrity of his official oath, which binds him 
to see that all the laws are faithfully exe- 
cuted. 

The immediate effect of the restrictive 
clauses of the Little Judicial bill would be 
unimportant, as there are to be no Congres- 
sional elections during the year covered by 
tliese appropriations, except in California or 
to fill vacancies. But the purpose of the re- 
striction is to secure a precedent which will 
compel the President to sign a similar bill 
for the Sollowing year. If President Hares 
should approve the present bill he would thus 
admit the authority of Congress to nullify 
the Election laws, and he would be estopped 
from preventing a similar nullification for 
the yearin which the Presidential and Con- 
gressional elections occur all over the coun- 
try. No (aissee-faire argument applying 


‘simply to the year in question, therefore, 


can have any weight with the President, 
who, both practically and on principle, 
must veto this bill, because it is equally as 
pernicious and fraudulent as any of the 
others which he has disapproved. The re- 
sponsibility for subsequent action rests with 
Congress and not with the President. 


THE PROPOSED EIGHT-HOUR STRIKES. 

There was a meeting of the Eight-Hour 
Labor League ” of this city held on Sunday 
last to consider the details for the fortheom- 
ing public demonstration to be held in this 
city on the Fourth of July. At this meeting 
the following declaration or platform was 
adopted : 

** Resolved, That on the coming Fourth of J uly the 
workmen who participate in the great demonstra- 
tion will have a two-fold duty to perform. In the 
first place, they will make it known broadcast that 
the organized laborers of America are as one on 
the question of reducing the hours of labor. not 
only in governmental, but in all private employ- 
ments; and. in the second place, they will prociaim 
the great trutas that only throngh shortening the 
hours of labor can wages rue by giving employ- 
ment to the unemployed, and that neither desira- 
ble end can be accomplished until the workmen of 
the United States join hands and amalgamate their 
trades and labor unions.” 


We published also a statement from our 
Milwaukee correspondent of the evident pur- 
pose and understanding in that city that the 
Fourth of July is to witness a general strike 
throughout the whole country for a forcible 
reduction of the hours of labor to eight 
hours, without a reduction of pay. The res- 
olution of the Chicago League, if it have 
any meaning, is perfectly consistent with such 
a movement. Such a strike, at such a time, 
for such a purpose, will be an event of evil 
consequence and of costly importance. The 
declared purpose is two-fold: (1) To shorten 
the hours of labor and the running time 
of machinery one-fourth; (2) to charge as 
much for three-fourths work as for full work. 
It is claimed that, by reducing the day’s labor 
to eight hours, the worker will not only re- 
ceive two hours’ pay each day when he is not 
working, but that the employers will also be 
compelled to hire one-quarter more men to 
make up for lost time, and pay them, too, for 
two hours’ idle time each day! On this 
idiotic platform they are preparing their 
strike. Let us consider a few things: 
The demand for a reduction of hours of la- 
bor and the stoppage of steam-power ma- 
chinery at eight hours per day cannot be 
enforced except by a successful strike, As. 
suming the wholly improbable, that it suc- 
ceeds, will it increase compensation for a 
given amount of work? Will it achieve ten 
or twelve hours’ pay for eight hours’ work? 
Will it even secure ei@ht hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work? Will it give employment to 
idle men? Will it operate as the fomenters 
of the scheme preach and pretend to believe? 
Those contemplating such a coercion move- 
ment should weigh well and long these ques- 
tions before undertaking a revolution of the 
social and labor system of the country. 

In the first place, the limitation of eight 
hours’ daily labor is of necessity wholly 
inapplicable to agricultural employments, 
and more than one-half of the whole 
American people are laborers—“ toilers ”— 
employed in agricultural pursuits. This 
vast class of the population, therefore, 
cannot participate in this demand. 
Their interests are wholly opposed to any 
such arbitrary regulation. There are many 
other branches of industry to which the eight- 
hour scheme is wholly inapplicable, and és- 
pecially of that large class of piece-workers 
whose compensation is specific and is not 
governed by number of hours, but whose 
employment is dependent upon the continu- 
ance at labor of those branches which it is 
proposed shall strike and suspend work. 
The demand for eight hours as the limit of a 
day's labor must therefore be confined to 
journeymen engaged by the day in manual 
labor, and the demand for such labor is of 
necessity opposed to any such hmitation, es- 
pecially when steam power is used. 

For several years the country has expe- 
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all, have been directed to the 
American productions on a 


to the collapse such was the inflati 
fiction in prices that American mechanical 
labor was almost cut off from all exchange 
with the rest of the world. The cost of liv- 
ing was so great and the cost of production 
so high that we could not afford to sell to 
the world at the world’s prices, and the world 
refused to purchase at our dear rates. At 
last came the panic and the collapse of the 
inflated balloon. Prices of products and 
wages of labor have gradually receded, 
until they reached something like a level 
with the world’s prices. Throughout 
this subsiding period there was a tenacious 
resistance against reduction of wages, and 
the labor market was convulsed with strikes 
and lockouts, and tens of thousands of work- 
men lost their situations by their strikes or 
by exacting too high wages, until their em- 
ployers were ruined and forced into bank- 
ruptey. Much of the delay in the recovery 
from the panic has been due to the refusal 
of journeymen to work for the wages their 
employers could afford to pay, and live at 
their business, 

At last there are signs of recovery; em- 
ployers find they can produce at a cost which 
permits them to sell without loss; the bot- 
tom of the falling market has been reached ; 
mills are reopening; mines are being put at 
work ; turnaces are relighted; steam ma- 
chinery is set in motion, and labor is again 
in some demand. Slowly, but surely, the 
revival of industry has taken place. Hach 
day sees more idle men offered employment. 
The increased aggregate of wages has created 
increased consumption of goods, calling for 
increased production and labor. Just as 
the wheels of industry are fairly being put 
in motion to supply that trade which fol- 
low’ the low cost of production, and just as 
the country is about to enter on an era of 
general prosperity such as it has not recently 
enjoyed, there rises this insane scheme to 
derange indgstry by making demands im- 
possible to comply with,—demands which, if 
complied with, would help nobody, but harm 
every one, as it would result in producing 
dear goods, cutting down consumption, re- 
ducing exports of American goods and in- 
creasing imports of foreign manufactures, 
and throwing the balance of trade against 
this country and enormous numbers of men 
out of work. The striking fools would be 
hoist by their own eight-hour petard. 

The experience of the past ought to be 
sufficient to induce men to discard senti- 
mental bosh, and look af the hard reality. 
Human labor is not the only agent of produc- 
tion.n Steam power and machinery, tools, 
buildings, aud other appliances are engaged 
in production. The reduction of human 
labor by two hours a day involves the sus- 
pension of mighty steam power and of all 
these other agents for the same length of 
time. The demand that eight hours shall be 
compensated at the rate paid for ten hours is 
really ademand thatthe cost of every pro- 
duction shall be increased 25 per cent; that 
the labor and product of all machinery for 
two hours each day shall be stopped; that 
everything produced shall be put on the 
market with 25 per cent added to its cost; 
and that the vast agricultural class, and all 
other classes, shall pay this 25 per cent addi- 
tional to cover the expense of idle machinery 
and unemployed labor. 

Do the labor demagogues who thus pro- 
pose to arrest the recovery in National in- 
dustry, now in fair progress, not know that 
every cent added to the cost of production 
diminishes the sale and the consumption of 
the products of labor? And that, even if the 
individual gets bersafter for eight hours’ labor 
the same number of dollars that he got 
for ten hours, he will have to pay out of 
his wages 25 per cent more for all that he 
has to buy,—that addition being needed to 
pay for the reduction in the hours of produc- 
tion? Itis a self-evident truth to reflect- 
ing men that the eight-hour policy adds 
nothing to the actual income of the work- 
man; it, however, adds to the cost of pro- 
duction the 25 per cent paid forthe hours 
of non-production, and thereby places us at 
a terrible disadvantage with competing 
nations. The amount of wages paid out 
will in no case be increased; all 
that is accomplished is to reduce the amount 
of each day’s production 25 per cent, and 
this 25 per cent lost can only be recovered 
by adding it to the cost of the thing pro- 
duced, or by reducing the rate of daily 
wages in the proportion that the hours of 
labor are diminished. 

Just at this time the United States are 
entering into successful competition with all 
the other producing nations for the world’s 
trade. Shall the labor of the United States 
produce and sell to mankind all those commodi- 
ties which can be obtained here cheaper than 
elsewhere? Or shall we vow arrest this tide 
of trade on which American labor is now en- 
tering, and, by an increase of the cost 
of production, by an enforced idleness of 
all the forges, and engines, and machinery, 
and implements, drive our productions from 
the world’s markets, and invite hither from 
other lands for sale at our own doors the 
very fabrics we no longer turn out ? 

New employment will not be created to make 
up this loss in the day’s work. Extra men will 
not be hired, because the farmers, who will 
get no more for their produce, cannot pur- 
chase by 25 per cent as many éight-hour goods 
as they now do ten-hour goods The dearer 
is merchandise, the less they cam purchase of 
it, and they furnish the chief Market for the 
products of the mechanics of the cities and 
towns. The farmers will find themselves 
distressed and robbed by dear manufactures, 
and must reduce their purchases in propor- 
tion to the advance in price. Hence the 
market for city- made goods will be curtailed 
and mechanics will be thrown out of work. 

The world’s trade turns on the smallest 
differences in the cost of production, We 
are gaining possession of that trade. But 
the very class of men to whom this market 
holds out the assurance of continued and 
profitable employment, undisturbed distri- 
bution of wages, now demands that the work 
of production shall be reduced ; that there 
be added 25 per cent to the cost of all that 
we have to sell; that this 25 per cent shall 
not be added to the expenditure for wages, 
but shall be paid out for labor unperformed, 
and for the use of machinery not at work. 

It is hardly necessary to predict that any 
attempt at a general or national strike for 
eight hours’ work for ten hours’ pay will be a 
dead failure. There will be tens of thou- 
sands of men thrown out of employment, 
not only temporarily,gbut permanently. 


There will be a suspension of the wages 


fund. The strike will find no sympathy 
among the great majority of the consuming 
public, who are not interested in such 3 
scheme. It will derange business, lead to 
much disorder and additional dissipation. 


THE MORMON POLYGAMIST CONVICTION 
The polygamist Cannon, the Mormon Del- 
egate in Congress from Utah Territory, 
backed up by his Mormon constituency, is 
making a desperate effort to save RexNoLps 
from the Penitentiary, who was couvicted of 
polygamy and has beep resentenced to the 
State’s Prison for two years since the Su- 
preme Court sustained the law and the ver- 
dict. Itis to be hoped that the President 
and his Cabinet will not yield to any senti- 
mental considerations in this case. It is the 
first conviction under the United States law 
prohibiting polygamous marriages in the 
Territories. The case was fought tooth and 
nail by the Mormons, and every effort 
was made to withhold and suppress 
evidence. The constitationality of the law 
was finally affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and now the sentence should be enforced. 
Executive interference to save this polyga- 
mist would undoubtedly be construed as 
an intimation that the law will be treated as 
a dead-letter, and the Mormons would un- 
doubtedly be encouraged thereby not only 
to continue in their polygamous practices in 
defiance of the law, but to increase them. 
There is no disposition on the part of the 
authorities or the people of thé United 
States to enforce this law insuch manner as 
to punish those who contracted polygamous 
marriages prior to the passage of the law 
forbidding them. Such a crasade would be 
productive of great hardships, and the chief 
sufferers would be the women and children 
who are victims of the disgraceful system. 
Probably there will be littie effort to en- 
force the penalties of the law against those 
who entered polygamy previous to the Su- 
preme Court's affirmation of the constitu- 
tionality of the act which forbids is, But it 
is the universal demand of all decent Ameri- 
can people that the law shall be executed in 


such manner as to prevent polygamous mar- 
riages in the future, aud this can only be 
done by enforcing the full penalty in every 
new case of polygamy. To begin by pardon- 
ing the very first person sentenced under the 
law would be a poor way to insure its en- 


forcement. 

It 1s foolish for the Mormons to talk of 
violent resistance to the enforcement of this 
law. Public. patience is about exhausted 
with the promise of Mormon reform in re- 
spect to marriage. This is a civilized coun- 
try, and if the Mormons want to live in this 
country they must’ conform to the practices 
of civilization. If they refuse to do this vol- 
untarily, they must be compelled to conform. 
Violent resistance on their part will be short- 
lived and result in greater injury to the Mor- 
mons than any other course they could 
choose. Their leaders are mistaken, too, if 
they count, as is reported, upon being ad- 

mitted as a State by the Democratic party 
without abandoning their polygamous prac- 
tices. No party in this country will dare to 
give polygamy a permanent abiding-place 
under the shelter ok State Sovereignty,” 
and thesecurity of law, merely in orderto gain 
a temporary political advautage. To. para- 
phrase Kearngy, polygamy must go, and the 
sooner and more peaceably the Mormons ac- 
cept the inevitable, the better it will be for 
all concerned.

The mysterious death of Mrs. Hurt, in New 
York is still an all-absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion in the newspaper press, in all places of 
public resort, and in the family circle. Sus- 
picion points very strongly to her husband, who 
is a medical man, and whose hand is supposed 
to be evident ia the tying up of the murdered 
woman with surgical bandages. It is said also 
that only a medical man would have thoughts of 
bolding the candie near the eyes, which is the 
common medical test for death. That the 
candle was held in this position is proved by the 
singed appearance of the eyelashes and eye- 
brows. The Sun urges the murderer, whoever 
he may be, to confess, presuming that the kill 
ing was io part an accident. if the person who 
killed Mrs. HULL should confess, he might get off 
with comparatively alight punishment, whereas, 
if he shall persist in denying bis guilt and be con- 
victed, he will be likely to hang for it. The 
Sun cites the case of Dr. Wesstrzr, who un- 
questionably did not mean to kill Parkman, yet 
who was hanged because he attempted to brave 
the matter out. There is a reasonable theory 
of this Hu case which none ot our New York 
contemporaries bas had the wit to suggest.

If this 
theory is the correct one, Dr. Hutt can confi- 
dently count on getting off with afew years in 
the Penitentiary, for malpractice surely is not a 
hanging offense.

It is now ex- 
pected that the sojourn in and about Peking will 
occupy considerable time, possibly till the be- 
ginning of July, although, as heretofore, no 
definite announcements are made. 

EXPECTED. 

Yorouama, May 31.—From present indica- 
tions, Grant is expected to arrive at Nagasaki 
first, on the second week of July, and wiil be 
received there by a deputation of high Japanese 
Officials, including Yoshida, late Minister at 
Washington. A Japanese iron-clad will be 
placed at the disposal of the party: If agree- 
able, arrangements will be made for visiting the 
battic-fields of the late civil war in Kinsin, in 
the southwestern part of the Island of Japan. 
Part of the journey to Tokio will be by land. 
He will probably arrive Aug. I. After a round 
of eptertainmentse under Government auspices 
in the Capital and vicinity, Grant will visit 
Yokobama and accept the hosplitalities of the 
United States Consul General and others.

Yorouama, May 31.—Japan continues to ex- 
ercise firmness with regard to Rinkin, the ex- 
King so-called, and required nim to come to 
Tokio witbout further delay, the plea of pro- 
tracted illness not being recognized.

Mr. Bingham, the United States Minister, re- 
turned trom America May 321, and resumed 
the duties of his office, and was received by 
the Mikado May 27. Eisendecher, the Ger- 
man Minister, returned, after a year’s absence, 
May 23. 

Negotiations for treaty revision are progrese- 
ing cautiously with most of the European 
diplomatic agenta. 

Prince Henry, second son of the Crown Prince 
of Germany, arrived at Yokohama May A, and 
took up his residence at the Imperial Summer 
Palace in Tokio May 28. He was received next 
day by the Mikado, to whom, on behalf of the 
Emperor of Germany, he presented the order 
of the Biack Eagie. He was entertained with 
great sumptuousness by the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

Two discharged police officers, detected last

TRE VERDI REQUIEM. 

The Beethoven Society closed its season with 
the performance of Verdi’s “Manzoni Re- 
guiem”’ last evening at Haverly’s Theatre. 
The audience was a very large and elegant one, 
and the preparations for its reception and con- 
venience were suggestive of the Mapleson 
nichts at the same theatre. The calcium lights, 
covered way, and carpetings were once more 
brought into service, and quite en effort was 
made at decoration, the names of Miss Mc- 
Carthy and Verdi and Cary and Beethoven, 
florally arrayed, adorning the proscenium walls 
and surmounting pretty floral emolems. A 
dramatic effect was also given to the perform- 
ance by the arrangement of the stage, which 
was set to represent a church interior. A cat- 
afalque with lettered pall aud wreaths ot im- 
mortelies, “Sacred to the Memory“ of Manzoni, 
occu pied the centre of the stage, 
and was illuminated with candles, and around it 
on three sides was grouped the chorus, each 
singer arrayed in sombre black with a solitary 
white flower. ‘The soloists, Miss Cary, Miss Me- 
Carthy, Mr. Adams, and Mr. Cooly, were imme- 
diately in front, and the orchestra, Wich num- 
bered about forty-five pieces, occupied the cus- 
vomary place. The chorus turned out in very 
full ranks, and Mr. Woltsohn hela the baton. 

It is unnecessary for us to go into any detail- 
ed description of the uiem,“ for this we 
have done on previous occasions when the So- 
ciety gave it at Piymouth Church, and later at 
McCormica Hall. So far as the work of the So- 
ciety was concerved, we do not think it was up to 
ihe. standard of tuose peériormances, or that 
the work made such an effect upon the 
hearers. The deficiency appeared to be owing 
to weakness in the volume of tone rather than 
to incorrect singing. the attack was always 
prompt, and even in the fugued work the sing- 
un was clear, and the general result showed 
good study, but the strong dramatic effects and 
coutraste—lor Verdi in this music is essentially 
operatic io bis strle and marks his contrasts 
with the very extremes of piano and forte—were 
weakly made. It may have been that the ar- 
rangemeut of the stage had something to do 
with this, but it is more probable that the vigor 
of the orchestra, so far away from the singers, 
marred the vocal effects by covering them up. 
The pienissime passages were lost, and 
some of the choruses—the Sauetus,“ 
tor instance, which beretofore bas been 
given with splendid effect—were hurt 
by the injudicious zeal of the orchestra. This 
was all the more to be regretted, as whenever 
the opportunity was giveo for the chorus to 
show itself it was evident that it was doing its 
work in admirabie style, and was singing with a 
precision and fideiity to the expression of the 
music that it has never excelled, but to cope 
wita that orchestra and its surroundings it 
needed some stentorian assistance. 

Of the four soloists, Miss Cary carried off the 
honors, though she seemed somewhat fatigued 


in voice, as might naturally be expected alter 


the close of a very long opera season. Her 
rich voice, however, at times came out with tell- 
ing effect, and her geverous share in the 
concerted numbers was aiways impressive, ner 
broad and pobie stvle excellently fitting her for 
tunis kind of music. Miss MecUartby also ac- 
zuitted herself excelientiy, though at times she 
was slightly out of tune. Her singing of the 
very trying obligato solo in the “Libera me” 
entitles ber to bigh praise as a Vocalist. Mr. 
Adams was hoarse beiore he was through, and 
his voice at times was very hard, though he 
sang with great spirit and fervor. Mr. Cooly, 
we believe, bas never sang bis part belore, 
which may account for bis evident untamil- 
iarity with the character of the music and his 
faulty method of delivering it. His style, how- 
ever. is not adapted to it, so that whatever 
effects he might otherwise make with a voice 
so sohorons and resonant are lost. The 
best performed numbers in the work were 
the “Rex Tremendw” (quartette and chorus), 
the Recordare (Miss McUartby and Miss 
Cary), the offertory, “Domive Jesu.“ in which 
Mr. hichneim’s cello obligaty was exquisite; the 
* Agnus Dei” (Miss McCarthy, Mies Cary, and 
chorus), and the “Lux terna” (Miss Me- 
Carthy, Mr. Adams, and Mr. Cooly). The 
orchestra was a good ove, but, as we bave iuti- 
mated, too strong in iis work, which made e 
only drawback to the performance and preveut- 
ed the chorus trom impressing. the audience 
with the really excellent work it was doing.

THE CAST-IRON LEASE CASE. 

The case of the Convecticut Mutual Life In- 
surance Company vs. 8.

The railroad corpora- 
tion was a citizen of the State in which suit 
was brought.

were brought. It was claimed by the defend- 


ants that the Federal Courts bad no jurisdiction, 
because some of the defendants, the Trustees, 
were citizens of the same State with complain- 
ants. The Judge said that, on the bearing, Fri- 
day, be bad intimated to counsel that jurisdis- 
tion was not to be determined by the fact that 
a party was plaintiff or defendant. 4 
pleader might put a party on one side 
or the ojher as be wished, the important 
requisite being that all necessary parties were 
pefore the Court. On looking at the whole 
case it would be found that the controversy 
was betwéen the railroad on one side and the 
bondholders and Trustees on the other. e 
jurisdiction of the Court, therefore, was beyond 
question, and the motion to remand would be 
overruled. 
CRANE VS. CONRO A CARKINS. 


The litigation over the property of the con- 
tractors, Fox & Howard, seems to be in a fair 
wav to outlast the lives of the present genera- 
tion, and it annually comes up in some new 
way. The last suit over the matter 

ope brought by Crave and Hodg- 
the purehasers of the property, 
Conro & Carkins to recover 
damages for the use of the property while in 
their hands. As is well known, he property of 
Fox & Howard, consisting of tugs, scows, pile- 
drivers, etc., was sold to Jeffersou Hodgkins for 
the benefit of C. S. Crane for 840 000. Three 
days after, Hodgkins not having paid the price, 
a sale was made to Couro & Carkins for $40,- 
500. Judge Drummond, on appeal, in April, 
1876, reversed this last order, and decreed the 
sale to Hodgkins to be confirmed, and gave the 
latter permission to boring suit to further deter- 
mine the rignts of the parties. Under that 
order the present suit was begun for an account 
of the rents and profits during the time Conro & 
Carkins bad the property. Judge Harlan said 
that the material questions of the case 
had been determined by the final order of Judge 
Drummond, entered April 24, 1876. That order 
must be regarded as a’ conclusive adjudication 
of complainant’s right to the property, and the 
use of the property by Conro & Carkins was in 
derogation of complainant’s richts. A decree 
would therefore be entered for an account as 
asked against Conro & Carkins, and, in ascer- 
taining the value of the use of the property, the 
profits made by such use were to be taken into 
account. 
HALE vs. CITY NATIONAL BANK. 

This was a bill in equity filed by Hale against 
the City Nazonal Bank to remove a cloud on 
the title to some land he owned. The bank, it 
seems, held two notes of 51,000 each 
made by G. 8 Hubbard to Hale, and 
secured by a note for $5,000 secured 
by trast-deed on the roperty. This 
$5,000 note was part of the incumbrance for 
$25,000 on the property when it was conveyed 
to Hubbard, and the $1,000 notes were given to 
raise money to pay off the $5,000 note. Hub- 
bard Hage te aoe y sold the $5,000 note to the 
dank in exchange for an equal amount of his 
own paper held byit. A few months after 
Hubbard found he could not pay this $25,000, 
and redeeded the property to Hale on the lat- 
ter agreeing to take care of this incumbrance. 
Hale consented to take the property back and 
pay so much of the amount due on the $25,000 
as remained due, though he did not specifically 
agree to pay the $5,000 im question pledged to the 
bank, and then turned around and began a suit 
to remove the cloud on his property caused by 
the lien of the ‘bank under the $5,000 note and 
— pte cher gry 8 it, allecing that such note 
had been paid by Hubbard, and that he himseif 
did not assume its payment. Judge Harlan 
said it was clear Hubbard executed the quit- 
claim in the belief, superinduced largely, if not 
altogether, by Hale’s conduct, that the latter 
assumed and agreed to pay off all the original 
$25,000 of notes, including the $5,000 note 
which Hubbard had transferred to the bank. 
but Hubbard would not have executed any 
deed which by express terms excluded the 85. 
000 note fram the indebtedness Hale assumed 
to pay. It was eoually clear that Hale pre- 
sen the quit-claim deed for execution in 
the form in which it was prepared, with 
the purpose of taking his chances as to the con- 
straction which would be placed on the words,

off when the five $1,000 notes for which —— 
collateral security were paid. It was true, also 
that Hubbard had no right to transfer the $5,000 
note to the bank.

A CASE OF HARDSHIP. 

This was a suit by the First National Bank vs. 
Marietta J. King, to recover the balance due on 
two notes given by Mrs. King and Mr. Beebe to 
George W. Gage for $7,000. Subsequentiy the 
notes were transferred to the Chicago Fire-In- 
— Company, and, the Company desiring 

raise money, deposited the notes with the 
bank as collateral security without Mrs. King’s 
knowledge. Wheu the notes feil due she sent to 
the Insurance Company two drafts for $5,000 
and $2,000, resvectively, suoposing they still 
held the notes, and that the Company would 
use the money in taking 3 the paper it had 
given the bank. When Mrs. King's notes fell due 
the money was not so applied, and the bank, 
after having applied on the same a balance in 
its bands to the Company’s credit, brought suit 
for the remainder, claiming a lien for the bal- 
ance Oo the notes and trust-deed securing them. 
Judge Harlan said the case was a hard one, and 
he should like to give Mrs. King reliet, but did 
not see how he could. The bank became the 
holder of the paper in due course of business, 
and no one else after that was entitled to re- 
ceive payment on the notes. Although sbe be- 
lieved the Insurance Company owned the notes, 
that was her misfortune, from which the Court 
could not relieve ber. A judgment would, 
therefore, be rendered in favor of the bank for 
the amount claimed. The claim that the Insdar- 
ance Company was authorized by the bank to 
collect the money due to it was not sustained 
by the evidence. 

FRAUDULENT CONVEYANCES, 

The case of Kaufman ys. Blanks was a suit to 
set aside an alleged fraudulent converance by 
Blanks to bis daughters to binder and delay his 
creditors, Judge Harlan held, quoting from 
a late opinion of the Supreme Court, that if a 
conveyance was merely colorable, and a secret 
trust and confidence existed for the benefit of 
the grantor, it was void not only against pre- 
cedent but subsequent creditors, for it was in 
such case a coutinuous fraud, and might actually 
operate. as such as well in reference to 
debts contracted after as before the conveyance. 
The evidence in the present case showed con- 
clueively that Blanks made the conveyance in 
question with the immediate object of defeat- 
ing a claim againet bim io favor of the Assignee 
of the Chicago Fire-Insurance Company. The 
conveyance was only coiorable and ou a secret 
trust and was void, and must be set aside and a 
decree rendered tn favor of the complainant.

SPENCER’S ADDRESS, 

The whereabouts of D. D. Spencer, the former 
President of the State Savings Bank, have beeu 
a matter of sorrowful interest to a large num- 
ber of depositors in that bank, out yesterday 
they were officially made known. Soon after 
the appointment of Judge Otis 4s Receiver he 


began a suit to get possession of the following 


property, standing in the name of Mrs. Susan 
A. Spencer: Lots 24 and 25, Block 1, in 
Springer’s Subdivision of the N. 44 of the W. 4 
of the N. E. K of the N. NX of Becs. 
3. 88, 14 This was conveyed by Spencer 
to his wife as an ante-puptial agreement 
Noy, 21, 1876, the marriage following Dec. 14 
and the bill charged that at the time he owed 
the bank $500,000, and that the eonvevance was 
fraudulent. 
fact, and directed the conveyance to be set 
aside and the property conveyed to D. D. 
Spencer, subject to a ju ent for $39,907.81 in 
favor of the bank. 

Yesterday Messrs. H. B. Mason and O. F. 
Aldis, as attorneys for Mrs. Susan A. Spencer, 
filed a petition before Judge Farwell, setting up 
that she had never been served with process in 
the suit, and bad only beard of it indirectly, and 
asking to be allowed to bave the devree opened 
and to file ber answer. Leave was given, and 
the answer filed immediately. The vetition 
is sworn toon the 28th of May, 1879, before 
Chapman Coleman, Second Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Berlin, Prussia. 

In her answer, Mrs. Spencer admits that 
Judge Otis was appointed Receiver of the State 
Savings Institution, that afterwards he recov- 
eved judgment in an attachment suit for $39,- 
970.81 against D. D. Spencer, and that under the 
attachment the above lots in Hyde Park were 
seized. She also admits that these lots were 
conveyed to berin November, 1876, under an 
unte nuptial agreement; that she married bim 
Dee. 14 following, and has ever since been 
to him a true and loving wife. She neither ad- 
mits nor denies that Spencer was at the time 
insolvent, or that he owed the bank $500,000, 
bat claims at least that the property 
was bought with his own money. Further, 
she claims‘ she “accepted the convey- 
ance in good faith and as a_ suitable 
provision ‘for ber situation in life and! because 
she was going to become the wife of said David 
D. Spencer, and upon the fullest belief that the 
said Spencer was a very 
wealthy and prosperous man, and not 
at all knowi or believing that he was 
in debt or financial troubles.” In conclusion, 
she denies that the conveyance was with intent 
to defraud, or that the property ought to be 
made hable for Spencer’s debts. She also ad- 
mits that on the Ist of September, 1877, she ac- 
companied her husband out of the State of 
Illinois, and bas since lived with him because 
she is his wife; and she claims she bas not done 
anything which should deprive ber of her prop- 
erty, nor been cuilty of any fraud, and that the 
suit against her should be dismissed, 

A STRANGE CASE, 


Judge Farwell yesterday decided a singular 
ease of Jane Moss vs. Tom Moss to recover 
some property. It seems that the parties, she 
being 47 years old and he 17, lived together 
several years as man and wife, though they 
were never married. During this time she 
bought four lots in Maplewood for about $1,200, 
but took the title in his name. When they 
separated he gave her $800, and she gave him a 
release of all claims, demands, etc., of every 
nature. Soon after she sued fora divorce, but 
was defeated. it being shown she had a husband 
nained Peed living in London. Then she turned 
around and began a suit * I. against Peed, 
claiming she had aiways u achaste and vir- 
tuous wife. He, however, bad heard of her re- 
lations with Moss, and gota divorce from her 
for adultery. Finally she began the present ac- 
tion to get back her land, but was again the 
loser. The principal question in the case was 
whether the release was sufficient to pas» her 
equitable title to the property, and Judge Far- 
well thought it was. A release operated to re- 
lease claims, and, though it did not profess to 
convey any property, it prevented her from in- 
voking the aid of any Court. A release of all 
claims and demands and rights of ac- 
tion released everything which a party 
could not get without an action. 
It did not release property which a party could 
get without au action by his own act without 
the aid of a Court, and without making himself 
liable or making a breach of tne peace, but it 
relvased everything else. But she coud not get 
title to this property in any possible way except 
by suit,—uniless Moss should give it to her,— 
and this she had released. It must, therefore, 
be heid that the language of the release was 
sufficient to cover all claims, and the bill must 
be dismissed for want of equity.

| NAUTICAL MISHAPS. 

The wind blew hard yesterday from the north- 
east, and there was a good lump of a sea on. 
Sunday night and before dayiight yesterday 

morning it was very dark outside, and the 
weather was heaver; but one accident resulted 
from it so far as reported. 

While sailing into port at a very early hour 
yesterday morning, the schr O. R. Johnson col- 
liged with the barge Judd, which tugs were eu- 
deavoring to land at the time at her 
duck near the mouth of the har- 
bor. The former had her jibboom 
and bowsprit carried away, and ber starboard 
rail and three stanchions damaged: The Judd 
was but slightly damaged. ‘he strong north- 
east wind blowing at the time and the sea pre- 
vented the crew of the schooner from keeping 
her away from the barge. 

An accident occurred at the Lumber Market 
yesterday forenoon that resulted in considerabie 
damage to the schr George L. Wrean, which 
was lying on the outside of one of the tiers of 
vessels. The tug Parker was winding, 
and her engine got on the centre, 
and before she could de checked up 
she ran into the Wrenn with 13 
her amidships on the starboard side, and cut- 
ting into her so that the hole had to be 
jacketed to keep the water out. The accident 
was unavoidable. 

Mishaps scarcely ever come singly. The schr 
D. A. Van Valkenburg. in addition to the 
damage sustained in heavy weather on Lake 
Superior, where she sprang a leak, was 
run into on the South Branch by 
a steam-barze, and bad five stanchions smashed. 
Sbe is now in dry-dock, where she will be sur- 
veyed for the purpose of ascertaining the dam- 
age she received to ber hulk 

A slight accidental fire occurred on the prop 
Philadeiphia the other day, but did not do any 
serious damage.

SUICIDAL. 


The Austrian Lady at Cincinnati Fuarnish<- 
ing a Parallel with the Case ef Nobiling, 
the German Assassin.

CMoemNATI, O., June 16,—The case of Mrs. 
Von Loew, the Austrian lady who attempted 
suicide at the St. Nicholas Hotel Saturday, is a 
singular one. To-night she is still alive, and 
with all her faculties unimpaired, yet with two 
bullets imbedded in her brain. She eats, sleeps, 
and rests easily, and apparently suffers no 
pain. Sbe talks cheerfully with those about 
her, and to-day made her will. The physicians 
pronounce the case one of the most remarkable 
that has come under their observation. They 
say that the bullets are lodged in the 
upper anterior portion of the brain, and 
that until inflammation. sets in or the 
natural gravity of the balls causes them to 
press downward on the base of the brain the 
lady may live in full possession of her faculties. 
She is a woman-of fine physical) development. 
She gives no explanation of the cause of the 
deed, but regrets that death is so long delayed. 
It is evident from her conversation and persona! 
effects that she is a woman of considerable so- 
cial rank in Austria. Her husband, who return- 
ed to Austria several weeks since, took with him 
$2,200 in money. Nothing can be learned of his 
whereabouts.

While the evangelical churches are seeking 
to bring about 6 petter observance of one Sun- 
das, Sinai Congregation—the representative Is- 
melite eburch in this city—has involved itself 
snd pestor iv a decided difference of opinion, re- 
suiting in Dr. Kobler’s resignation, and all in 
consequence of ap endeavor to observe two Sun- 
dura or, more properly speaking, the Jewish 
Sabbath and the Christian Sunday.

The Nibilists already bave one such 
hostage, Gen. Wahl, Governor of Kharkov, who 
was spirited away the day after he assumed 
charge of Krapotkin's duties. Recently the 
Government received aletter from him, saying 
that his captors were about to hang bim as a 
reprisal for the execution of Duabrovia,

The same Committee reported that the 
proposition of M. T. Cole to sell nis building at 
the entrance to Central Park on Washington 
street was not ove that the Board cared to ac- 
cept, aud recommended the immediate removal 
of the building. Report adopted. 

The beat landings at Central Park being re- 
ported in poor condition, it, was resolved to in- 
struct the engineer to haye the necessary im- 
provement made.

A regular session of the Cook County Com- 
missioners was held yesterday afternoon, Com- 
missioner Senne in the chair.

Stewart, and Spofford. 

The resolution of Commissioner Burling, sub- 
mitted at a previous meeting, looking to an in- 
vestigation of the management of the Insane 
Asylum and County Hospital, and providing for 
a radical change in the management of those 
institutions, was taken up, and caused some dis- 
cussion. The whole suoject was finally left to 
the Committee on Hospital and Public Chari- 
ties. as provided for in the original resolution, 
with instructions to report by July 15. 

An order was received trom the Criminal 
Court for the drawing of the July Grand Jury. 
Filkins shook up the names in a box and drew 
the following names, who were declared the 
Grand Jurors for the ensuing term:

THE COAL BIDS. 

A number of oids for coal for the various 
county institutions were received and opened. 
The bids were referred to the Committee on 
Publie Service, with instruction to make a fair 
test of the suft coal and te report the result to 
the Board. 

A number of bills were read and referred to 
the diflerent committees. 

A communication was received from Jacob 
Gross, Clerk of the Superior Court, asking for 
vertain repairs to the court-rooms. 

A number of minor bills and communications 
were read and referred. Among them was a re- 
port from the Judiciary Committee, recom- 
mending that the claim of $200 by Charles 
Kern, late Sheriff, tor the execution of 
Sherry. and Connelly, be placed on 
file. Wheeler said in regard to 
this matter, as he understood 
the Jaw, Sheriffs were entitled to a specie fee 
of $100 for the execution of bis office in cases of 
capital punishment. This applied tu counties in 
the second class. lu counties of the third class 
the Sheriff received a salary instead of a fee, and, 


‘this bel the tase, he did not see how Kern 


could be allowed these sums under the statutes, 
were it vot for anuther and subsequent section 
of the statute, which provides that the Couaty 
Board sball in all cases pays fee vot to exceed 
$100 for this service. e believed this bill 
should be allowed, as it was in accordance with 
law aud precedent. 

Wood clatched that the Sheriff was not ent- 
tled to avy fee for this duty, and be read the 
statute bearing upon this matter, which provides 
that the Sheriff shall receive a certain salary aiid 
no other compensation for bis services. In 
the settlement with Kern no claim was made 
for extra compensation by bim af thut time, 
and he did not see how he could retain this sum 
now out of the funds collected for the county. 

Wheeler again took up the argument in favor 
of Kero, aud syvoke for some time upon this 
puint. A motion wag made to recomwit the 
account to the Jadiciary Committee, which was 
lost, and Wheeler moved that the claim be al- 
lowed. 

On this motion Burling made some remarks. 
Keru, he said, could not hold this sum out of 
his fees. lu case it was allowed, this bill must 
be paid from the County Treasarg direct. 

Fitzgerald wanted the Count Attorney to 
look up this watter, aud moved to ameud to 
that effect. 

Nobody seconded this motion; and, a vote be- 
ing taken, the claim was not allowed. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts 
made a report recommending the payment of 
sundry bills, amounting in the aggregate to 
$449.10. The report was concurred in. 

Wheeler moved to instruct the County Attor- 
ney to proceed in law against ex-Sueriff Kern 
to collect the $200 which he has retained as pay- 
ineut for the execution of Sherry and Counelly. 
the motion was carried. 

EVANSTON ROAD. 


Fitzgerald presented a resolution providing 
thut the proprieters of the Evansten toll-road 
de debarred from taking toll unless the roud is 
sprinkled and kept in proper condition. Fitz- 


gerald made an eloquent speech on this peblect, 


valling attention to the fearful destruction o 
good clothes sustained by all who drove over it. 

Spofford was in doubt whether this resolu- 
tion could be legally enforced. He knew that 

there was cause for comolaint, but he did not 
believe the evils complained of could be cured 
in this.way. 

Bradley gave an account of the efforts of a 
Committee of Expostulation, who had called upon 
the pruprietors from time to time without avail. 

Fitzgera!d thought the Board had tuts matter 
in their hands, and he called attention to the 
vast amount of wealth this corporation was ac- 
cumulating from a suffering public. It almost 
made him weep to contemplate it. 

Wood thought the Board had no authority of 
law to prevent the collection of toll. He read 
the law io support of his argument, while Fil- 
kins, the Clerk of the Board, waiked about in a 
state of wild excitement telling everybody what 
a d—d bad road this was. 

Bradley said the road wasn’t fit for a decent 
mau to drive on, and the people had some rights 
in the matter which the Board should protect. 
Funer als bad a very dismal time of getting to 
the cemetery. 

Wheeler was opposed to highwayrmen: It al- 
wavs insulted him to have some one rush out 
and demand money of him for toll. Ihe char- 
ter of this road had been granted by the State, 
and that specified what they were required to do. 
They were not required to sprinkle it. He did 
not believe that this Board could annul the char- 
ter of this road. 

Bradley moved that the Toll Road Inspectors 
be notified to meet the Judiciary Committee at 
10 o’clock on Thursday next to drive over the 
road for the purpose of an inspection. The mo- 
tion was carried.

Ter., 
June 9.—It will be remembered that the experi- 
ment of establishing Red -Cioud’s band of Ogal- 
jgla Sioux upon the Missouri, and thus saving 
to the Department the immense sums expended 
in transporting the enormous supplies inland. 
was u tailure, because of the bad effect of the 
low lands upon the bealth of the tribe. So 
valuable was the plan considered by the Sioux 

of 1878 that they offered the Sioux 
$20,000 in cattle if they would remain. This 

was received with perfect good- 
humor, but at the same time the Indians in 
council firmly rejected the offer, saying that 
nothing would prevail upon them to re- 
mein. The result of this dissatisfac- 
tion and the various councils was 
the selection of the present site, which, in order 
to distinguish it from the numerous abandoned 
Agencies of Red-Cloud and Spotted-Tail, is

been confirmed. So much dissatisfaction has 
been eXpressea with the management of the 
Agencies, and eo much crookedness has been, 
perhaps rightfully, charged to them, that 1 
have very critically examined into the workings 
of the vast business transacted here; and, as 
the result, have not the slightest hesitation in 
saying that the appointment was the very best 
possible for all concerned. The duties of an 
Indian Agent are of the most laborious possible 
character; and, as to bis responsibilities, it is 
sufficient to say that it is largely with bim 
whether the result be peace or war. 
Dr. McGillyeuddy is looked upon 
by the 7,250 Indians at this 
Agency as second only to the Great Father 
himself. His acts are held to be the acts of 
the Great Father; and it may be truly said that 
his position is that of a father to a vast family 
of upwards of 7,000, mostly

THE SUN-DANCB. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Pixx Riper, indian Agency, D. T., June 10. 
—Since the earliest Knowledge of the Indians on 


known of some mystic ceremony performed by 
them annually; but of its exact nature, until 
very recently. none have known. Old Red- 
Cloud, the bioody hero of Fort Phil Kearney 
massacre, informs me that its origin is back in 
the dim past,—away beyond dis recollec- 
tion, extending as far back even 
as Indian tradition does. The cere- 
mony bas been deeply shrouded in mystery, for 
the reason that its mention even deeply touches 
the Indian heart, while its actual occurrence 
arouses all the bad blood in him, and renders 
him so dangerous and bloodtbirstv that whites 
have pot been able to be present and live to 
tell the tale. But the present semi-friendly 
disposition of the Indians at this Agency, it is 
thought, makes 
THE ATTENDANCE OF WHITES SAFE; 

whereupon your correspondent accepted the 
courteous invitation of Dr. MeGillyeuddy to be 
present; and, on the evening of the 6th inst., 
I left Deadwood City, in company with Lieat. 
Starr, of the First Infantry, and, by riding day 
and night, arrived at the Agency the evening 
of the 8th. 

For the past few days the Indian village has 
deen iu a tremor of excitement and preparation 
for the Sun-Dance, which begins to-morrow. 
The Sun-Dance, or Dance to God, is a very 
sacred religious ceremony, consisting of worship 
of the Great Spirit and the Sun, as well as being 
a graduation exercise,—the young bucks 

ueting into warriors. Of the religious ele- 
meot I shall speak in a future letter, coutent- 
ing myself for the present with such a descrip- 
tion as my limited time and ability will permit 
of the wild, weird, fantastically beautiful pre- 
liminary ceremony of 

CUTTING THE POLE 

arouud which the dance is to take place. 

To begin with, several days since the Chiefs 
selected the site for the dance, which is ona 
beautiful broad bottom, about three miles east- 
erly of the Agency, to which spot the various 
tribes gathered,—Red-Cloud, Head-Chief, first 
lovating, and the others joining on the left, uu- 
tila complete circle was formed, embracing 
about 100 acres. 

Arriving at the village at 10 a. m. to-day, 1 
found this circular inclosure all aglow with rap- 
Idly-moving mounted Indians, dressed in their 
most gaudy and fantastical colors. The 
acene was a stirring one. Here, perhaps 
a half-thousand youths were racing; 
there, were a large coilection of 
squaws and pappooses; while, riding solemnly 


around the rows of lodges, were 8 of tinely- 
mounted warriors. Their ponies were bedecked 
with feathers and brighbt-colored flanneis and 
ribbons, while quills of the eagle were tied ia 
2 azul tall. These bands were composed 
of the 

HEAD-WARRIORS OF THE VARIOUS TRIBES, 
and moved all abreast, keeping a splendid 
aligument. and, as they would come to the 
lodge-home of one of the young bucks ex- 
pected to take part in the Sun-Dance, the pro- 
cession woald halt, while the Medicine-Map, or 
Head-Warrior, would enter and present him with 
alighted pipe, by the taking and smoking of 
which he was pledged to take part in the cere- 
mony, and to bear the torture witb the requigite 
fortitude. 

After tbe entire village had been thus circled, 
they proceeded off over the hills to the tree 
selected to scrve on the occasion. Soon after, 
the entire village.—some 1,200 lodges,—all 
mounted, followed; and the scene exceeded in 
strange beauty anything 1 bad ever seen, or 
even dreamed, before. If one should take a 
bandful of the seeds of ail known varieties of 
bright-colured flowers, and should sow them 
broadcast where they would spring up and 
flower in the utmost luxuriance, and if one 
could then set the whole into most violent 
agitation, one would have in miniature a ‘ 

FEEZBLE PORTRAYAL OF THE SCENE. 
Beneath a cottonwood tree of about six inches 
diameter and fifty feet in hight, a half-dozen 
Medicine-Men were engaged in making“ medi- 
eine. ‘The tree stood in a ravine about fifty 
feet in. Gepth, up out of which ascent 
was diffeult, and down mto which 
none was permitted to go save the 
Medicine-Men and afew distinguished Chiefs. 
The effect of others crossing the way over 
which the pole must be taken, before the 
“ medicine”? was made, would be to destroy 
the medieine and render all the ceremonies 
nugatory. About on the knolls and bluffs were 
gate the various clans or tribes, each by it- 
self, and each engaged in fantastic dances to 
the music („) of the tom-tom. The spot was 
naturally of the loveliest description, being 
beautifully wooded, and broken here and there 
by abrupt canons. But when to this is added 
the presence of 6,000 gorgeousiy and fan- 
tastically arrayed Indians the pen drops in 
utter failure in the attempt to describe the 
scene. 

The ceremony of 

MAKING THE “ MEDICINE ”’ 
consisted, as I believe, in the burning of to- 
bacco and red-willow bark, in about equal por- 
tions, im a peculiarly-formed pipe. This was 
smoked by the Head Medicine-Man beneath the 
tree to be cut and serve as a dance-pole, the 
smoke ascending among the branches. The 
pipe was then touched to the pendent branches, 
and the tree was sacred. A prayer was men 
offered up to the sun, and a Chief 
stepped forward, and with a dit 
of ro measured the circumference 
of the tree, and handed the measurement to a 
young warrior ip waiting, who sped awav to the 
viliage, to have the bole in which it was to be

N The * which bad been laid on travel 
over the path leading to the tree was then re- 
moved, and seated on beautiful and richiy-be- 
decked ponies, led by an old Chief, came two 
vouths, about 15 years,—one vuamed tron- 
Crow, and the other being the son of Chief 
Black-Bear. These were quickly followed by 
Fire-Ligatning, leading a fine spotted pony, on 
which was seated his dauguter. a

The tom-toms were beating, and the 
braves howling and parking, and the orators of

planters may be expected to be unusually 
large in the summer and early fall months. 
The South is also taking a good deal of West- 
ern corn, and will want more to feed and fatten 
the stock. The crops are said to be looking 


well, especially cotton, which seems to be in 3 


more promising condition than in any previous 
June since the War. 

Tell me why is everything 

Either at sixes or at sevens, 
sings Capt. Corcoran; and what was the case 
on the deck of H. M. 8. Pinafore would seem to 
obtain in our Inspection Department. Else one 
firm could never have obtained a reversal of 
judgment on 28 cars out of 31 car loads of 
wheat inspected into store in this city as No. 8 
within the past fortnight. 
We do not assume to know whether in this or 
other cases the original inspection or the appeal 
decision be correct. But the fact that there can 
be such a radical difference of opinion between 
two sets of men, each of whom are presumed to 
be experts, is matter for much surprise as well 
as regret. ‘There is now about 2ic per bu differ- 
ence between the prices of the two grades, or 
more than $80 to the car - load, the way they load 
cars now. ‘The chasm is too wide to be lightly 
bridged over, and if the Inspectors do not know 
how to draw the line property they should be 
taught. We say this, not as impugning their 
skill, but because the judgment of the Committee 
on Appeals is officially’’ the correct one. It is only 
natural to suppose it to be the real, if not the 
written, duty of the K. C. B.s on the Commit- 
tee to give the Inspection Department some 
special intimation of the extent to which they 
think a corner levels all distinctions of grade. 
The pecuniary question involved is too great to 
make the subject a safe one to ignore much 
longer. 

The cargo of wheat lately received here from 
Milwdukee and inspected as No. 3 was rein- 
spected yesterday by the Committee of Ap- 
peals and pronounced No. 2. It is probable that 
more Milwaukee wheat will be brought here, 
—possibly more than half a million bushels. 

The rye ficlds tv the Northwest are reported 
to be looking thin, and it is estimated that there 
will not be more than one-half to three-quarters 
of acrop in Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, Kansas, 
and Nebraska. The acreage in the two last- 
named States is about the same as last year. 
The reduced yield is the result of insufficient 
moisture. In Kansas harvesting has com- 
menced. it is understood that more business 
has been done lately in future deliveries than 
traders have seen fit to make known. 

The leading produce markets were rather ir- 
regular yesterday, aud gyeraged lower. Pro- 
visions were comparatively steady, but with a 
tamer feeling, in sympathy with ¢ decline of 
5@10c per 100 Ibs in hogs. Wheat broke badly, 
declining about 2c per bu in the forenoon, but 
reacted slightly. The fine weather made the 
bears vigorous, There was some ex- 
pectation early of a good demand, but 
when it was found that the demand 
did not exist the bears took courage, from one 
another, and sold right and left. There was 
some disposition to think that the “clique ”’ has 
sold out for July, depending upon the June deal 
to give them all the profit they can get out of 
the transaction. Under the influence of this 
feeling there were numerous sellers for next 
month, while the June departinent weakened in 
sympathy. Oats were quite weak early, but 
strengthened in the last hour. Corn fell off 
early, but was steady during the greater part of 
the session. Rye and barley were quiet. 

The severe break in wheat and oats caused 
the calling of a good many margins, 
and some of the calls were responded to 
with difficulty, the break being unexpected. 
Only a few lots were solid, however, 
for want of margins, though several 
parties who were long in wheat preferred selling 
to taking the chances of carrying further. It is 
believed that a good many small lots had been 
bought in a quiet way to take advavtage of the 
clique movements in June and July; and the 
parties holding them were much less confident 
yesterday than they had been last week. 

There was littie vew in lake freights. They 
were quoted dull at 14 ige for corn by sail to 
Buffalo. Rail rates were steady on the basis of 
180 per 100 Ibs to New York, with more new 
business doing. Through rates to Liverpool 
were quoted at 42 Ne per 100 Ds on meats, and 
do to Antwerp at 56M. 

In dry goods circles there was more activity 
than is usual to the season. Orders for the re- 
assortment of stocks are numerous and liberal, 
and the volume of business is of satisfactory 
proportions. Prices remain strong. In the 
grocery market there was little change to! note. 
Business continues good, and the geveral tenor 
of prices is firm. ‘There was a liberal move- 
ment in butter at fully previous prices, fine 
grades ruling firm. Cheese was quoted quiet 
at easy prices. The demand for fish continues 
fair, and the market maintains a firm tone for 
most kinds. Dried fruits are dull, with prices 
nominally unchanged. Oils, paints, and colors 
were quoted about steady. No changes were 
noted ip the leather, tobacco, and coal markets. 

Lumber was dull at the cargo market. The 
fleet arrived in force, and buyers heid off. Some 
grades were easier, though there was hardly 
enough doi to establish prices. The yard 
market was active at the ruling prices, Wool 
continues to meet with a fair demand, and is 
quoted firm, the country markets being excived 
and unsettled. Broom-corn was streugthened 
by reports that there is a large falling off in the 
acreage in Kansas. Hides were reported active 
and firmer, the demand being chiefly from tau- 
ners here and East. Seeds remain quict. Hay 
met with more inquiry, and better prices were 
named for choice grades. Poultry was in small 
supply, ana steady. Eges were quiet, but 
steady, the cooler weather favoring holders. 
The receipts of befries were again enormous, 
and lower prices were accepted, the sales. being 
large at the decline.

But although disappointed in the speech of 
the present Secretary of the Treasury, io which 
I expected to find a vindication of the double 
standard, I console myself with the following 
explicit and com prehensive expression of opinion 
by Alexander Hamiiton, the first Secretary of 
the Treasury: 
Upon the whole, it seems to be most advisable, 
as has been observed, not to attach the unit exclu- 
sively to either of the metals, because it cannot be 
done effectually without destroying the office and 


character of ene of them as money, and reducing 


it to the situation of mere merchandise. 
To annul the use of either of the metals is to 
abridge the quantity of circulating medium, and is 
liable to all the objections which arise from a com- 
parison of the benefits of a full with the evils of a 
scanty circulation. 

This was written in 1792 by Alexander Ham- 
Uton, who was then inaugurating the financial 
system which gave stability to the currency for 
more than three-quarters of acentury. If the 
father of our financial policy were here now to 
utter the sentiments just quoted, he would be 
stigmatized as an ‘*inflationist ’’ and placed m 
the silver craze category. 

AN INTERNATIONAL SILVER CONGRESS. 

There are intimations from Washington and 
from London that another International Silver 
Conference is contemplated. It is even said 
that the Secretary of State bas taken, or will 
soon take, the ſuitiatory steps required for con- 
certed action. Should another Couference be 
called, it ig to be hoped that parliamentary 
usages will not again be disregarded in the 
appointment of Commissioners. Under the 
Censtitution of the United States and the laws 
of Congress, gold and siiver are our money- 
standards. Our Commissioners should be well- 
known and reliable friende of the bi- metallic 
standard,—men, for example, like William 8. 
Groesbecs, of Cincinnati; Henry C. Carey, of 
PhiladelpLia HH bomas W. Olcott, of Albany; or, 
since his recent frank avowals, ex-Secretary Mc- 
Culloch.

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 
LETTER FROM. Mun. WILLIAMSON, THE WELL- 
KNOWN BI-MEBTALLIST OF LIVERPOOL, TO aN 

ENGLISH FRIEND. 

San Frawcisoo, Cal., 5 June, 1879. Samu 
Smith, Reg. —-Mr Dran Sim: Since my arrival iu 
the United States I have had many opportuni- 
ties of discussing the silver question with intel- 
ligent men of business, and with very few ex- 
ceptions I have found them to be convinced of 
the neceazily for the remonetizatlion of silver on a 

“fixed ratio to gold. In other words, the almost 
universal public opinion amongst business-men 
is in favor of bi-metallism. 

The apparent unwillingness of the press and 
of man vublicmen to declare themselves in 
favor of our views has resulted from an over- 
sevsitiveness lest they should be subjected to 
the stigma (fostered by the Engtish press) 
of desiring to vay their debts in a depreciated 
metal—of virtually favoring repudiation—and 
of playing into the hands of the owners of 
silver mines. ‘The accusations hurled against 
the advocates of remonetization in the Unit- 
ed States by our. press—partially re-echoed 
by their own—have largely acted as deterr anis. 
They have condyced to the adoption of very 
imperfect and stilted legislation as to the coin- 
age of silver, and have done much harm. Of 
late, however, here as in England, the public 
seutiment in favor of bi-metallism if carried in- 


to effect by accord amongst the leading mone- 
tary powers. has grown rapidly, and men are 
not deterred as they were from avowing their 
opinions. You may bave seen in the newspa- 
pers that ex-Secretary McCulloch recently 
avowed himself to be a bi-me<ailist in a lecture 
delivered to Harvard University. 

I bave just seea the resolution of the Directors 
of the Manchester Cnamber of Commerce, and 
regret to find them in antagonism to our views. 
1 see, however, that the attendauce was very 
small when these adverse resolutions were 
adopted, and that the views of the banking 
fraternity have prevailed over those which I am 
sure largely permeate the mercantile and 
manufacturing portions of the com- 
munitr. The resolutions are wenk and 
egotistic. The first ignores the wants of 
the world and the practice of nations for geuer- 
ations past to use both gold and silver as money, 
and simply takes refuge in a selfish wstheticism 
im favor of d as the more valuabic metal. 
The second resolution is contradictory, and to- 
tally opposed to the arguments aidressed on 
our side,—arguments which, so far as I have seen, 
have pot been met,—and the third which speaks 
lightly of the evils we are suffering from as 
simply a temporary inconvenience!”’ is an in- 
sult to the common sense of merchants en- 
gaged in trade with silver-using countries, — 
Mancbester’s largest customers. 

We have never maintained that the fal! in 
silver was in itself very disastrous, and that a 
rise in price was the only idea to be ardently 
pursued. At present I suppose the rise may be 
almost as perplexing as the fall was. What we 
maintained is that these fluctuations are most in- 
jurious to commerce, and that they cannot de pre- 
vented while silver is discarded as money by the 
leading monetary Powers. ‘They can only be 
prevented by the adoption of bi-metallic legisla- 
tion on the part of these Pow ‘Lhe friction 
at present is intolerable, and must be most det- 
rimental to our commerce. When our 
country and our commerce are suffering so it 
fills one with a measure of indignation to read 
ot these insular prejadices which add so greatly 
to the existing friction and tend so much to the 
perpetuation and extension of the preseut dis- 
tress. 

Perhaps you may not bave noticed the very 
serivus diminution in the supply uf the precious 
metals in California this year as compared witu 
last! The following is a statement ct the 
Cold and silver production of the mines report- 
ing to ie Bulletin here, including all the Com- 
stock mines:

been asked about the practical benefits conferred 
by the Chicago Society of Decorative Art that 
I would like to give, through your columns, a 
brief outline of sume of the results attained by 
it auring its short existence. 

One of the first objects of this Society was 
to cultivate a more refined taste in bhouschold 
decoration; and, with this, to open a larger 
field for the employment of women. There 
are, as we all know, a large number of ladies 
dependent more or less on their own exer- 
tions for support, who are yet, either from 
ill-health or from early education, entirely un- 
fitted for the more arduous employments of 
women. They can neither stand in stores nor 
use sewing-machines. Many of these ladies 
have a taste and skill calculated to make 
them invaiuabie assistants in all matters per- 
taining to househola art; but they iacked any 
way of making their talents known to 
those who would de glad of their 
services. For such the art rooms 
were opened, to which any one could bring any 
kiud of decorative work, eicher for sale or to ex- 
hibit for the purpose of obtaining orders. And 
nere some of the educational work of the Soci- 
ety begins. Every article received is submitted 
to a competent Committee, who carefully ex- 
amine aud grade the work, and in a written 
criticism point out both merits and defects, 
thus acting the part of teachers to all the con- 
tributors, and enabling them to make constant 
improvement. Besides this, each contributor 
has the opportunity of personally comparing her 
work with that of others aud seeivg for berself 
where she is deficient. Under this system the 
general standard of work has improved wonder- 
fully during the past year. ‘i‘here are 200 such 
regular contribators, and articles have been re- 
ceived from 500 different persons. Amoug them 
are many invalids and cripoles who are entirely 
depeadent on this scouree for every comiort 

have.

„ William,” in your issue of June 11. in com- 
memoration of the German Emperor's golden 
wedding, is extremely interesting. Permit me, 
however, to make afew corrections. Empress 
Augusta is not the daughter, but the grand- 
daughter, of Kari August of Saxony, the pro- 
tector and patron of Goethe, Schiller, Wieland, 
and Herder. Karl August was succeeded by his 
son, Kari Friedrich, who was the father of the 
present German Empress. Goethe of 
the parents of the Empress Augusta with evi- 
dent appreciation, Page 185, Volume III., of 
Eckermann’s Conversations with him, ana says 
particularly of ber mother: “She has always 
been a good angel for the country, and increas- 
es in goodness as the time advances; { know the 
Grand Duchess since 1805, and had many oppor- 
tunities to admire her understanding and 
acter; sbe is one of the best and most remarka- 
ble women of our time, and would have been 60 
even had sne hot been a Princess.’’ This Prin- 
cess bere aliuded to was the daughter of the 
Emperor Paul, and the sister of the Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia. 

Again, I can find no support for the statement 
that the Empress “enjoyed Goethe’s instruc- 
tion, if direct instruction be meant. ‘The 
brother of the German Empress is the now 
reigning Grand-Duke Charles Alexander of 
Saxony, a Prince who is as distinguished for his 
personal fine qualities as he is for the eminence 
of bis reign. He has made of Weimar one of 
the most. enjoyable and intellectual cities of 
Germany. preserving it from the fate of ob- 
livion after the great lights which had gathered 
there during his grandiather’s reign had passed 
away. 

Finally, at the conclusion of the article, the 
Emperor Alexander I. of Russia is evidently 
alluded to. The present Emperer of Russia, 
Alexander II., is the son of Nicholas, and the 
nephew of the German Empress. He succeeded 
to the throne in 1854, and, not being born in 
1829, could not have been present at the Ger- 
man Emperor’s wedding-day.

An Unexpected Surrender. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Avrora, III., June 15.—The papers just now 
all over the country are repeating the beautiful 
and touching words of Col. Robert G. Ingersoll 
as he was about to consign to “silence and 
pathetic dust the brother be loved so dearly. 

It may seem an ungracious thing to comment 
on the utterances of such an hour. Sorrow, 
abeve all other emotions, bas its hours of sol- 
emp reign, when it seems little short of sacri- 
lege to disturb the mourner in his bitter grief. 
The feeling of sympathy for Col. Ingersoll in 
that common form of grief, from which scarcely 
a bome in all the land has been exempt, I am 
sure, is general and sincere; and whatever com-. 
ment his words may occasion, I am équally 
vertaia, will be directed to Ingersoll the polemi- 
cist, not to Ingersoll the man. 

The case is a peculiar one. Col. Ingersoll is 
the acknowledged leader in this country of the 
iconoclastic idea in respect to religious faith 
and sentiment. The war which he has waged 
against the Christian system—pnot mere denomi- 
nationalism, but as against all belief in the im- 
mortality of the soul—has been vehement and 
persistent. It was only a few weeks ago that he 
promuigated a catechism for some of the léad- 
ing ministers of Chicago, in which he attempted 
to bring these gentlemen into public derision 
by making it appear that they had 
surrendered the entire problem of religious 
faith by a qualified rejection of the plenary in- 
spiration of the Bible. On no occasion bas Col. 
Ingersoll neglected au opoortunity to strike a 
straight blow from the shoulder at the Christian 
Church. He ought not to complaiu if Christian 
people strike back; not as agaivst Col. Inger- 
soll in his fraternal sorrow over the beloved life 
which wrecked just in the happiest, suoniest 
hour of all the voyage, but as against his 


theory. 

There will be no difference of opinion as to 
the beauty of the words which Col. Ingersoll 
pronounced over the form of his dead brother. 
He is a charming writer, with the fancy to lift 
even a commonplace subject into the regiou of 
poesy and romance. And his words, on that 
early day in June, as he was about to bury away 
forever from the fragrance of the dune roses 
his dear brother, in tenderness and pathos are 
worthy of his high powers. But they are vot 
simply beautiful and tender and pathetic,—they 
are wonderfully significant when you come to 
study them. ‘hese words, if they mean any- 
thing, mean an absolute abandonment of the 
theory In the advocacy of which Col. Ingersoll 
has chiefly woo his fame. As such they are cer- 
tainly the most significant and important utter- 
ances of his life. I have seen no comment uvon 
these utterances of this noted orator, but their 
import surely will not long escape the attention 
of those men who have been so sharply rapped 
by this witty and caustic man. 

The first part of the eulogy is devoted to a 
glance at the brevity and. uncertainty of life, 
and to an endeavor to extract some philosophie 
consolation from the workings of that inexor- 
able law which brings to every life a wreck at 
last. In this Col. Ingersoll is no otherwise 
from other people, whether Christian or infidel. 
The philosopher, *‘ since a wreck must mark at 
last the end of each and all,“ avers that it 
may be best, just in the happiest, sunniest hour 
of all the voyage, while winds are kiss 
every sail, todash against the unseen rock, an 
in an instant, hear the biliows roar a sunken 
ship.“ The Christian, committing the 
cold form to Him who had animated an 
crowned it here with something worthy at least 
of immortality,—looking through the tomb out 
of which Christ came with the newness of 
eternal life,—says, It is well: the Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” Only it seems to me that 
the Christian’s consolation is the more com- 
plete, if not the more philosophic indeed. 

The middle of the eulogyis a touching, doudt- 
less a truthful, tribute to truly deserve which 
it was not altogether in vain that Ebon C. 
Ingersoll should have lived. It certainly ninst 
have been a mournful pleasure to Col. Logersoll 
to have been able to say over the form of his 
dead brother those kind and gracious words.
